French Claims Preesed—A Demand 
‘Made for Equality of Treatment. 


Caracas, Feb. 2—In reply to Minister 
Bowen's inquiry as to what Venezuels 
tatends to do regarding the demand for 
preferential treatment made by the al- 
ties, President Castro has telegraphed : 
~Kbhe Venezuelan Government desires 
equal treatment for all the creditor na- 
tions in Kurope and America, keeping in 
mind, in addition, its diplomatic con- 
ventions and interior stipulations.” 

‘Khe French Legation has notified the 
Venezuclan Gorernment that in virtue 
Of the conrention of 1866 France was 
allowed te collect directly a part of the 


Vonezucla as 2 guarantee for her diplo- 
matic claims arising out of the previous 
revolutions. France, it is said, renounc- 
ed ferever by the convention of 1885 
the exercise of this right on condition 
that the interest on this debt should 
always be regularly paid. . As this pay-" 
ment has not been made France, with- 
out asking the authorization of Ger- 
many, Kagiand and italy, intends to 
revive her right of direct collection. The 
french Charge d’Affaires Quievreux has 
peid a visit to the Foreign Minister, and 
has twice called en President Castro 
during the past 48 hours. Thia activity 
on the of France is evidently in 
connection with her intention to revive 
her rights, and is considered as an an- 
swer to the attitude adopted by the 
allied powers. A 

Washington, Feb. 2—It developed Sat- 
urday that the anawers of the allied 
powers to Minister Bowen's latest propo- 
sition arrived here yesterday, but were 
not immediately presented to the Slin- 
ister. The answera were to the elfect 
that the allies cannot consent that 
France, the United States and the other 
claimant nations receive the sanic treat- 
ment as the dlockading powers, and that 
they therefore reject in toto Mr. Bow- 
en’s inal proposition. 

Snowing the uences that were 
lo follow the presentation of this an- 
awee, the representatives of the allies 

upon themselres the responsibility 
of withholding the notes of their Govern- 
ments, and of again cabling, urging a re- 
traction of their preferential demand. 
Kxchanges are still in progress between 
the Atalian, British and German Em- 
Dassies, but there is no evidence that 
the allics intend yielding. If they hold 
out, their representatives must present 
the joint refusal, and the Washington 
Regotiations will come to a standstill. 
aroa Sternburg, Germany's new envoy, 
tn his calls at the State Department and 
the Uritish Embassy to-day found the 
outlock for a relief of the preaent dead- 
lock exceedingly gloomy, and he hae 
cabled as much to his Government. 

London. Feb. 2—Austen Chamberlain, 
Postmaster-General, representing his fa- 
ther, the Colonial Secretary, at the an- 
nual dinner of the Jewellers and Silver- 
smiths at Birmingham Saturday night,re- 
plied to the toast “His Majesty’s Minis- 
ters,” and devoted the greater part of his 
speech to Venerucla. He ssid that af- 
ter the British Government had deoided 
to seck satis*action for Venezuelan out- 
rages, and to demand guarantees against 
their repetition, it had been approached 
by Germany and requested to ce-oper- 
ate with that country. Courtesy made 
it impossible for the British Government 
to decline, said Mr. Chamberlain, and 
now it would be dishonorable to with- 
draw.

No Mention of Skaguay or Dyca— 
The Whole Question to be Dis- 

* sassed by Commission. Si Ae 

_ Washington, Fob. 3—The President 
sent to the Senate yesteniay the treaty 
recently concluded between the United 
States and Great Britain, providing for 
submitting the Alaska boundary ques- 
tion to, a joint tribunal of six eminent 
jurists. The document had been return- 
ed to the President for the correction 
of some clerical errors. The convention 
Rames no concessions on either side as 
a condition precedent to the considera- 
tion of the boundary question by a 
joint tribunal, and there is no refer- 
ence to Skaguay or Dyea or other set- 
tlements on the coast. 

Tt is provided that the tribunal shall 
assemble for their first meeting in Lon- 
don, “aa soom as practicable after re- 
ceiving their~commissions.” The pre- 
amble of the treaty sets forth that the 
United States and Great Britain are 
“equally desirous of a settlement of the 
true meaning of certain clauses of the 
convention between Great Britain and 
Russia, signed under date of Feb, 2% 
1825,” 

The essential terms of the treaty are 
found in the fourth article, which reads 
as follows :—“Referring to art:cles 2, 4 
and 5 of the treaty of.2225, the tri- 
buna! shall answer and decide the fol- 
lowing quéstions: What is intended as 
the point of commencement of the lino?

Channel ?

India, says that the abdication of Prince 
Holkar, the ruler of the State of Indore, 
on Saturday last in favor of -his son, 
Tukoji Rao, a bright iad of twelve years, 
is an, event upprecedented in ge.

Startling Evidence at the Plainfield 
Inquest. 


Miaintield, N.J., Feb. 4.—At the inquest

SETTLEMENT ASSURED. 


Venezuelan Trouble Will Soon be 
Adjusted. 

Washington, Feb. 4.—There sre as 
yet no advices from the allied Govern- 
ments respeoting the nature of the next 
proposal they will submit to Mr. Bow- 
en, Venezuela's representative, for & 
settlement of their claims, but there is 
good authority for the statement 
that the note of Mr. Bowen, ad- 
dressed to the Sritish Ambassador, 
will result in an adjustment of the 
trouble. At the HSritish Embassy 
the most important conference that 
the representatives of the abies here 
have yet held among themselves took 
place. The conference was called to 
consider the recommendations which the 
Italian and British Ambassadors and the 
German Minister should make,to their 
Governments an to the next step tu be 
taken. Aa a result of this conference 
the Foreign Offices at London, Berlin and 
Rome are in possession of suggestions 
which, if adopted, will moan the sticcess 
of the negotiations and the raising of the 
blockade. The allied powers have been 
again requested by their representatives 
to consent to a priority of the payment 
of thelr claima for a limited period only, 
and equality of all claimant nations 
thereafter. Mr. Bowen has stated that 
he is willing that the allies receive pre- 
ferential treatment fur one month,” if 
at the end of that time al) the claimant 
nations be placed on an equal basis as 
to the proportionate payments.

Chown 
and Sinclair, Sherbrooke—Ur. J. O. Cam- 
irand. St, John, N.B., Galt, Halifax and 
Port Arthur will be represented by 
proxy.

The report of the Executive Commit- 
tee referred to the attempt made since 
last meeting to sccura a refund from 
the Dominion Government of the aa- 
sociation’s expenses in connection with 
the inquiry that proved the existence 
of a combine among the  paper- 
makers. A deputation had gone to Ot- 
tawa, on sixty publishers signing a 
petition for a refund and for a ecduc- 
tion in duty on newsprint, The result 
was the refund of $150 paid by the’ 
association to the stenographer for 2 
report of the proceedings. To refund 
the expenses, the (iovernment replied, 
would establish a precedent, of which 
other bodies could take advantage. 
The Executive had notified the Govern- 
ment that they proposed to renew its 
application for the costs incurred, as it 
had undoubtedly a strong moral claim. 
At the afternoon session the Presi- 
dent read a letter from Sir Sandford 
Fleming, pointing out that so dar not a 
single press message had been sent over 
the new Pacific cable, not even  be- 
tween England and Australia, and sug- 
gesting that the association urge nm 
the Government the opening of the ca- 
ble free to press messages for, say, 500 
words daily, for a riod of Ahree 
months, in order to build up a con- 
stituency, 

The Secretary read a letter from Mr. 
C. T. Cook of the London (Eng.) Press 
Club, stating that a company was or- 
nizing there for the purpose of serv- 
ng Canadian newspapers with a press 
service of interest to Cunada, using the 
Marconi wireless system. It was hoped 
that press messages duplicated to sev- 
eral papers could be had at less than a 
halfpenny a word, and that @ full morn- 
ing and evening service could be sold 
at $10 a week, exclusive of the cost of 
telegraphing, and for weekly papers at 
€5 a week.

VIEWS OF HON. CHARLES FITZ- 
PATRICK STATED. 


Chairman of Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee Also Pessimistic—Views 
of The London Chronicle. 


Ottawa, Feb, 6.—It transpired at yes- 
terday’s interview between Hon. 
Charles Fitzpatrick and the represent- 
atives of Canadian municipalitics that 
the Minister of Justice on Jan, 20th last 
wrote to Mr. W. B. Lighthall, Secre- 
tary of the Union of Canadian Munici- 
‘palities, setting forth his opinions on 
the telephone question, and inviting sug- 
geStions, with a view to arriving at a 
practical, well-thought-out and complete 
scheme, which would commend itself to 
tha collective wisdom.of the municipali- 
tics, Mr. Fitzpatrick points out in the 
letter referred to that the bill of last 
seesion was withdrawn on the under- 
standing that this year another more 
carefully considered and more satisfac- 
tory measure would be brought for- 
wurd, He regarded the matter as one 
of the greatest importance, which pre- 
aented many dillicuities, and the more 
he had examined it the more complex 
and difficult of solution did the numer- 
ous problems connected with it appear. 

Mr. O. A. Howland, President of the 
Union of Canadian Municipalities, intro- 
duced the subject by giving a recital of 
what bad occurred since the previous in- 
terview In May last. He read a resolu: 
thon by the a-sociation of which 
he waa the chief executive officer, de- 
claring amongst other things in favor of 
municipal contro! of local franchises ano 
Government control of long-distance 
connection. 

Mr, Fitzpatrick asked what was meant 
by Government control of long-distance 
transmission, and was told that the ex- 
pression was so worded as to cover Gov: 
ana possession or Government con- 
t 


As to control of local franchises, Mr 
Howland added, the underlying principle 
was that municipalities, at all events 
urban municipalities, should have = the 
Tight to make any reasonable regulation 

th reference to the occupation of their 
streets. Having that right, they could 
teake terma and stipulations. 

Mayor Urquhart—Iit has beeh ques- 
tioned whether we have the jurisdiction 
over our strects, because the Hell Tele- 
phone Company argue that they hare 
the right to enter and erect poles or 
put down conduits with practically no 
consultation with the local municipality 
at all 

Mr. Follerton, Corporation Counsel of 
Toronto, drew attention to Mr. Fitz- 
patrick’a promise at the previous inter- 
view, that if it was not clear that muni- 
cipalities had the control of their own 
streets, the law would be made more 
specific, 

Mr. Fitzpatrick, while seemingly of 
opinion that section 90 of the railway 
act conferred that right, concurred in 
this statement, 

Mr. Fullerton pointed out that under 
the Conmee law-in Ontario muniecipal- 
ities were empowered to expropriate 
water, light and gas companies, and 
suggested an extension of this power to 
telephone companies. 

Mr. Dyke of Fort William related tho 
unsatisfactory experience that his town 
and Wort Arthur had with the Lell 
Telephone Company, which resulted in 
the decision by both places to install a 
system of their own, The Bcll Com- 
pany never asked for consent lo use 
tho strects, and none was given, Legis- 
lation on the lines proposed should be 
granted, so as to protect the people 
fraw oppressive conditions, 

Mr. Hall of Peterburo' emphasized the 

int that the municipalities abould 
ave the control of ther own streets, 
and make such regulations as they 
thought proper, 

Mr. Bethune, in the interest of the 
City of Winnipeg, said that in any leg: 
islation enacted the rights of the muni- 
cipalitics to control their own highways 
should be respected. 

In reply ftlon. Mr. Fitzpatrick said 
that he would report all that had taken 
place to his colleagues, after which he 
would communicate with — Secre- 
tary Lighthall, and state as 
far as he could what were 
the intentions of the Government, 
“L might say," he observed, “that, 

aking for myself, my opinion has not 
changed in the slightest degree with re- 
spect to the rights of municipalities to 
contro] their own astrects. 1 think that 
is an essential requisite to proper muni- 
cipal existence, It is absolutely incon: 
ceivable to me that the streets of a 
municipality should be under any au- 
thority or'contro} other than that of the 
muricipality.” Mr. Fitzpatrick added: 
that veated rights must also be consid- 
ered. The men who were investing their 
capital and building up the country 
were deserving of consideration. 


MR. MACKENZIE’S DENIAL. 


Not in England to Negotiate With 
Grand Trunk. 

London, Feb, 6.—Mr. Mackenzie of 
Mackenzie & Mann, interviewed by Tha 
Star correspondent, again emphat- 
{cally denied the report that hia 
visit had anything to do with the trans- 
fer of the Canadian Northern Railway 
to the Grand ‘Trunk. He said :—"“No 
negotiations whatever are afoot.” When 
asked whether the report that he camo 
to England to secure concessions in 
Venezucla and Mexico, and with an of- 
fer to construct a railway across Atis- 
tralia, was true, Mr. Mackenzie laughed.

‘The man whose 

arrogance of opinion never permitted 

him to take anything back once had to 

| confess that a Jow had disarmed'jhis 

bigotry and changed his insulting pre- 
Judloe Into gratitude and respect. 

Disraeli, whom he had often reviled 
in speech and in print, had every rea- 
won to know how bitterly Carlyle de- 
spised him and his race; and after he 
had become the most powerful man tn 
England he took bid revenge. It was 
the vengeance Inflicted by a great man 
who could forget his personal antipa- 
thles upon a great man who could not. 

Regognizing the commanding. tntel- 
lect of the.surly philosopher and the 
lustre & conferred upon his country, 
the/ Prime Minister offered tim the 
knighthood of the Grand Cross of the 
Order of the Bath, and the “good fel- 
lowship” pension once accepted and 
enjoyed by Dr. Samuel Johnson and 
also by tha poet Southey. 

Carlyle declined the title as being out 
of keeping with the tenor of his “poor 
existence,” and the pension because he 
was not in needy circumstances; but 
the fact of the offer and the generous 
language in which it was conveyed 
startled and subdued him. He wrote 
frankly to Disraell: 

“Allow me to say that the Jetter, both 
in purpose and expression, 1s worthy ta 
be called magnanimous and noble; that 
it ls without example'in my own poor 
history, and I 4hink it is unexampled, 
too, In the history of governing per- 
sons toward men of letters at the pres- 
ent or at any time; and that I will 
carefully preserve it as one of the 
things precious to metnory and heart.” 
Subsequently he wrote to his friend, - 
the Countess of Derby: 

“Mr. Disracll’s letter is really what I 
called it, magnanimous and noble on 
his part. It reveals to me, after all the 
hard things Ihave sald of him, « new 
and unexpected stratum of genial dig. 
nity and manliness of character which 
1 had by no means given him credit 
for. It ts, as my penitent heart ad- 
monlshes me, @ kind of ‘heaping coals |

BRITAIN’S FOOD SUPPLY. 


What Might Be Expected to Happen 
in Case of War. 


Landon, Feb. 9.—The influential com 
mittee headed by the Duke of Suther- 
land, Lord Strathcona, Lord Charles 
Beresford and a number of members of 
Parliament, Admirals and other promin- 
ent meno, which was formed Feb. 1 to 
agitate, the question of the scarcity of 
Great Britain's food supply in time of 
war, has issued a statement in which 
the opinion ie expreesed that in the 
event of Great Britain becoming involy- 
ed in an European war the country 
must be prepared to ace bread at prac- 
tically a famine price. Various reasons 
are given as the basis fer this opin- 
jon. The chief reasons are that the 
greatest souree of Great Britain’s food 
supply ia the United States, where the 
price of wheat can be raised artilicially, 
and that the corn trade on both sides 
of the Atlantic would expect to make 

rofits on s scale commensurate with 
the war risks. 


ANOTHER ALLIANCE. 


Italy and Germany Have An Under- 
standing. 

Washington, Feb. 9.—Disclosure of 
a neeret alliance between Germany and 
Italy constituted the most important de- 
velopment in the Venezueffn situation. 
This fact has been made known to the 
Dritish Ambassador, and it will pat all 
the negotiators more closely on their 
guard in the drafting of protocols, which 
they hope to submit to Minister Bowen 
during the next few days, ‘The Ger- 
man-ltalian ‘alliance was old news lo 
Mr. Bowen, the fact having leaked out 
in Caracas before he left there.

Washington, Fob, 9—It can be said 
by ‘authority that unlese anti-trust leg- 
islation at least reasonably satisfactory. 
to the Ad-inistration is enacted at the 
present se>sion, President Rooserelt, on 
March 6, will call an extraordinary ses- 
sion of the LVILIth Congress. Tie Pre- 
sident himself has told membese of Con- 
gress of his desire and his determina- 
tion, It is understood that the an- 
nouncement was direct and unqualified. 
It is further said that the determina- 
tion of the President waa reached only 
after careful consideration of the stren- 
uous efforts that are being made to de- 
feat any anti-trust legislation by Con- 
gress, These efforta have covered & 
wide range. They were characterized to- 
day by one prominent Republican leader, 
to quote him directly, “aa the most re- 
markable of which I have had personal 
knowledge during my public life.” Theso 
efforts culminated in the last thirty-six 
hours, it is now declared, in direct ap- 
peals from the Standard Oil Company, 
through its President, John D, Rockefel- 
ler, to members of the Senate not to 
enact any anti-trust legislation at this 


time. 

No less than six United States Sena- 
tors have received telegrams signed 
“John D. Rockefeller,” urging that no 
anti-trust legislation be enacted. It has 
not been possible to obtain a copy of 
these despatches, which, it can be said, 
are practically identical. Substantially, 
they read as follows:— 

We are opposed to any anti-trust leg- 
ialation, Our counsel, Mr. ——, will 
see you. It must be stopped, 

As stated, these telegrams (and it 
must be clear that only the substance 
and not the exact wording is here given) 
were signed “John D. Rockefeller.”

Since that date 
there have been just G14 cases, In Sep- 
tember there were 29 casea; in Oc- 
tober, 50; in November, 161, and so 
far in Fobruary there have been 28. 
That the number of cases decreased in 
January from the December record, and

February, is regarded as a good sign 
for the speedy extinction of the disease, 
as January and February are the two 
worst months for smallpox.

THE ANTI-TRUST BILL. 


Passed in U.S. Congress by Unant- 
mous Vote. 


‘Washington, Feb. 9.—By « unanimous 
vote the House hae passed the anti: 
trust bill. The closing chapter was de- 
void of excitement The dill as pass- 


ed requires any corporation “hereafter 
organized”. to file returns covering its 
articles of incorporation, financial com: 
position, condition, ete, with the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission on pen- 
alty of being restrained from being al- 
lowed to engage in interstate commerce, 
and prescribes perstsies cz false returns, 
ete. The commission is given author- 
ity, im its discretion, to call for similar 
returns from existing corporations doing 
an interstate business. ‘I'he commission 
is given power to compel the answer to 
questions and a fine of-not to exceed $6,- 
000 is imposed for failure to obey tho 
commission in this respect. Rebating by 
carriera is made punishable with a fine of 
not less than $1,000, and corporations 
violating the provisions of this section 
are forbidden the use of the instrumen- 
tality of interstate co:nmerce. Carriers 
are prohibited trom ksowingly transport- 
ing the articles produced, manufactured 
or sold in violatica of this act. In 
cases of prosecutions no person is to be 
excused from testifying on the ground 
that such test’mony would tend to incri- 
winate him, but for auch testimony the 
witness is not to be prosscuted. The 
Federal circuit courts are given juriadic- 
tion in cases of violation, and it is made 
the duty of the district att’ neyse to in- 
atitute proceedings to prevent viola- 
tions, and individuals damaged by viola- 
tion are given authority to sue.

CANNOT FILL THE ORDER. 


Mr. Clergue ERelinguishes Temiskam- 
ing Eails Contract. 
Toronto, Fob. 9.—A meeting of 
the Temiskaming & Northern On- 
tario Railway Commission was 
held on Gaturday morning, at which 
Mr. Theodore C. Search, Vice-President 
of the Consolidated Lake Superior Com- 
pany, was present to atate the position 
of hie company in regard to the con- 
tract under consideration for stecl rails 
for the Temiskaming Railway. 


Mr. Search stated that the blast fur- 
paces of the Algoma Siet? Company 
were still incomplete, and while there 
were promises that they would be ready 
in April, yet the fact that the blowing 
engines, were not ready for delivery ren- 
dered the situation so uncertain that 
positive delivery, such as the commis 
sion desired, could not be relied upon. 
Mr. Search also stated that their sup- 
ply of "Bessemer pig imported from the 
States had been exhausted, and not: 
withstanding the company had every de- 
sire to accept the commission's contract, 
they felt it was unwise to do sa se long 
as the element of disappointment in 
making prompt delivery seemed so im- 
minent. On the whole the company 
thought a frank statement of tho situ- 
ation declining the order would be re- 
ceived by the commission with satisfac- 
tion, The company expressed thcir do- 
sire to bid vpon any future orders that 
might be needed, as it was the intention 
to put the plant inta complete service 
as quickly as possible.

Cornwall, Feb..10.—Cornwall has’ for 
the'second time been visited by a flood, 
which, although not so serious as the 
big flood. of. sixteen yerzs ago, 
did considerable damage, ‘and drove 
® large number of families from their 
homes, which are now partly submerged. 
During last night the water started to 
tise, but subsided before morning. At 
3 an. yesterday it had again 
risen to a-point higher than any pre- 
vious mark since the flood of 1887, At 
3 pm. yesterday the bay ice from 
the vicinity of the Longue Sault Rapids 
began to come dewn the river in great 
force, and the water gradually rose to 
within a couple of feet of overflowing 
the canal bank. The ice jammed at the 
lower end of the town, and the water 
rose very ‘rapidly, until it had reached 
a-depth.of two fect in the finishing room 
of the Stormont, branch of the Canadian 
Colored Cotton Company's mill, The 
fires in the boiler-house were put out 


and the milt.ciosed down. 


A few minutes after speed had gone 
down, and before the help in the fin- 
ishing room, the machine shop and bail- 
er-bouse had got out, the water came in 
with a rush, and a number of the help 
were compelled to flee without their 
clothing, while others: were fcreed to 
jump out through the windows of the 
cloth room. ‘The water gradually began 
to recede, and very little damage has 
been done to the mill stock as yet, but 
the danger is by no means over, as 
should another body of ice break loose 
from above the result would be very ser- 
ious, the-Ice being jammed at the point 
below Cornwall, in a manner that is giv- 
ing the citizens much concern. 

At the eastern portion of the town 
the result ig far worse. The machine 
shop of the Canada mill is flooded, as 
is also the carding room, but no ser- 
fous damage has yet been reported., 

In Lorenville, the extreme portion of 
the town, a dozen houses are pretty 
much damaged, and the occupants were 
forced to fice from their homes, which 
were in a short time partly submerged.

POISONING CASE 


BVIDENCE TAKEN BEFORE THR 
MAGISTRATE. . 


Merv. Clark Gave Her Evidence at Her 
Home—Clark Repeats the Story 
That He Put. Strychnine. on 
Cheese to Kill Rats. a 


. 


Collingwood, Feb. 10.—The adjourned 
inquest into the death of Jeanette 
Clark, the two-year-old daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. A. H. Clark of Collingwood, 
wes continued yesterday, before Cor- 
oner A.“R, Stephen, and again 
adjourned for a week. The contents of 
the child’s stomach are still in the pos- 
session of Dr. Ellis of Toronto, who has 
been unable to complete his analysis. 
This will be finished before Monday 
next, and will then be presented to the 
jury, when it is expected the inquest 
willbe concluded, The prisoner was ad- 
mitted to dail in one surety. of $1,000. 

In addition to the inquest a Mag- 
istrate’s court was het at the pri- 


sorer’s home, where his wife's evidanca 
was taken, The day’s proceedings in- 
cluded the evidence of the prisoner and 
of Airs. Foulis and Mra. Thompson, 
neighbors of Mrs, Clark, who saw her at 
different times on the day of the child's 
death and subsequently. The stories of 
these women agreed in many particu- 
lars, but were radically opposed to one 
another on several important matters, 
The prisoner's evidence was given in a 
straightforward manner, and made a 
plausible defence for the charge of mur- 
der under which he stands before the 
Seaistrate, 
@ prisoner’s story was as follows:— 
He brought home a bottle of porter on 
the night of Friday, Jan. 23, at abdut 
half-past 11 o'clock. His wife prepared 
& supper of oysters, which they eat, and 
then they bad the porter, He opened 
the bottle, while Mrs, Clark brought 
two glasses, which he filled. Mrs. Clark 
drank some, and said it was bitter. He 
lied that it was bitter because it was 
cold, and he then drank about half of 
her glass. She gave her child two or 
three mouthfuls, and finished the bal- 
ance herself. He finished his own glass 
and then started for bed in the next 
room. Mrs, Clark put the remains of 
the supper away, and the child followed 
her Into tha nantry, On. the Monday 
previous, Clark said, he bought some 
atyrchnine, and pat ‘it upon three, pieces 
of cheese to kill rata, These he placed 
on @ ehelf about two and a half feet 
high in the pantry, and hid each picee 
behind an empty basket, so that the 
child would not see it. Clark watched 
his wife putting away the supper, and, 
after she Ieft the pantry, the child re- 
mained behind Jor a few moments. Soon 
the child car:e out, and they all went 
to bed. Shortly after Roing to bed his 
wife became ill, ot got up for a few 
minutes and vomited, and Des return- 
ed and went to sleep. In the morning 
Clark slept late. When he awakened, 
about half past 10 o'clock, he put out 
hia hand to rouse the child and found 
her cold in death. The child had been 
lying between them all night, and nei« 
ther he nor his wife had felt it stir. 
He went out as soon as he could for 
the doctor, When he went to the pan- 
try he found that the cheese had all 
gone, and the three baskets had been 
pulled down. He had told his wife about 
the poisoned cheese. 5 
Mrs. Clark gaye her evidence at her 
hone, whore her husband was brought 
and was chargod with murdering his 
doughter. She said: On the night of 
Friday, January 23, her husband came 
home about 6 o'clock and they had sup- 
per, part of it being cheese. She had 
mot been feeling well for several days. 
He then went out and returned again 
after 11 o'clock. ‘Then they had a 
supper of oysters and beer, “She told 
the eame story aa he did about the 
drinking of the beer. She then went 
to bed, she said, as she was feeling 
dizy. She denied telling Mra. Foulis 
there was poison in the beer or that 
sho fell unconscious on the floér. She 
also contradicted several of the minor 
points in 3{rs, Thompson's evidence. She 
complained that these women and Mra 
Redmond had nagged her and asked her 
so many questions that sho did not 
know what sho was saying, aa she was 
weak and got mixed up, . She denied 
saying that her husband had tried to 
force the child to take caator oil during 
the night. When questioned concern- 
ing the insurance qn herself, she said 
she had it issued because she thought 
it her duty to do so. It had, how: 
ever, been cancelled now, as she did 
not want any more traudle. She said 
that sho had not vomited at all. she 
also testified to the love of her hus 
band for the child. He was always 
kind and good and true. Mrs. Clark 
tried not to answer some of the ques- 
tions, an she was afraid of becoinin; 
mixed up and prejudicing her husband's 
case, Her testimony, however, was am- 
ple and apparently straightforward.

Montreal, Feb. 10.—The Canadian 
Pacific directors met yesterday, with 
Sir Thomas Shaughnessy in the chair. 
Considerable speculation has been in- 
dulged as to the course of action to be 
pursued by the C. P. R. Executive with 
regard to the half yearly dividend. It 
was said on one hind that the pros- 


perity of the company hed been so mark- 
ed that it’ would not be unreasonable 
to suppose that an incrensed dividend 
would be decided on. Apeaula tions was 
set at rest when a dividend of 2 per 
cent. on preferred and 2 1-2 on common 
stock was declared for the half year 
ending December. The surplus for the 
half-year, after the payment of divi- 
dends, was $3,202,007. Among those pre- 
sent at the meeting were: Messrs. R. 
B. Angus, C. KR. Hosmer, E. B. Osler 
and G. H. Harris of Boston, The 
atatement which was submitted is said 
to be the best in the history of the 
company, the revenue for the year show- 
ing an increase of $5,500,000 over 1901. 
The additional 195,000 shares which wero 
issued by authority of the shareholders 
at the special general meeting on the 
2ith of last March rank for dividend 
with existing shares for the half-year 
ending December, 1902, making the com- 
mon stock 845,000 shares of the par 
value of $100 to receive a dividend. The 
whole of this additional stock was taken 
up at par by the holders of the ordinary 
capital stock, in the proportion of 30 

r cent. of their respective holdings.

Jackson, the 
two cye-witneaies of the shooting, will 
in all probability be taken, and an ad- 
journment made tll.the inquest is con- 
cluded. Romaine was visited at the jail 
yesterday afternoon by his counsel, T.

Although not sur- 
prised, Romaine expressed his regret at 
the outcome ‘of a quarrel which seemed 
at first to be a trivial affair. y

Goldsmith 
rushed towards him and succeeded in 
getting on of the shears. As ho 
was walking away Romaine, it ia al- 
52h fired the first shot, which grazed

Romaine’s statement of the affray 
does not agree in any of the important 
points with the dying man’s version.

OAKVILLE’S LOSS OVER $8,000. 


Deficit of the Late Town Treasurer 
Howarth. 


Toronto, Feb. 11.—A_ report has 
been received by Mr. J. B. 
Laing, Provincial Mfunicipal Audi- 
itor, from Mr. T. G. Williamson, who 
has completed an audit of the books of 
the late Treasurer of Oakville, Thomas 
Howarth, who took his own life a couple 
of months ago. The report shows that 
Howarth owed the town at the time of 
his death $7,848.40, to which must be 
added $206.25, deposited in the Ander- 
son Bank after his suicide and there 
lost, making in all $8,054.65. During 
the weeks immediately preceding his 
death Howarth received $8,785 from the 
tax collectors and deposited if in the 
Ontario Bank in Toronto, under the 
firm name of Andrew & Howarth, who 
subsequently assigned. 

Mr. Williamson says that the reault 
‘of the examination does not discloso 
anything to warrant such a desperate 
act as suicide. ‘The condition of the 
cash books and accounts, he says, might 
reasonably be held to indicate that he 
had suffered from worry, as he had not 
entered anything since August Ist last. 
The auditor suggests the issue of $11,000 
new dobentures to supply immediate 
needs, which would bring the total bond- 
ed debt of the town up to $38,500, which 
he does not think is out of proportion 
to the status of the town.

Argument of Counsel Before Strike 
Commission. 


Philadelphia, Feb. 11.—The United 
Mine Workers of America as an organi- 
zation was everely scored by 
counsel before the Anthracite Coal 
Strike Commission. The non-union men, 
through their attorney, John T. Lena- 
han, presented their side of the con- 
troversy, and demanded consideration at 
the hands of .the commission, claiming

A Canadian Nobleman. 


The English papera contain particu- 
lars of one of P the most Leste 
able cases of fraud thot hare oc 
cupied the time of the law courts for 
some years, and which has just been 
brought to an end at tha Leeda Assizes, 
when James Albert Marson, a clerk, was 
convicted of obtaining £3,127 10s by 
false pretenses, and was senteuced to 
three years’ penal servitude. 

In 1899 there appearea in a weekly 
paper an article headed “The Coming 

cheat Man in the World.” It de 
sctibed how a San Francisco multi-mil- 
lionsire hermit willed all his possessions 
to his male successor, who would be 
found in England. Lawyers misapplied 
the vast estate and were imprisoned for 
the crime, and tien the rightful heir was 
discovered and ihe hermit’s mansion ex: 
plored. Down a trap-door into a mys- 
terious passage the way led to a large 
room lined with gold. ingots, to an- 
other filled with 4a of gold dust, 
ond to a massive iron door which 
re a warning that a person forcing it 
was liable to death. The door was 
opened by. cheinicals, the death-trap—a 
deep pit—was bridged, aod further on 
was found a gold mine of countless 
worth. 

The article went on to say tnat the 
heir woa “till ecratchinz wish his pen,” | 


but ‘shortly would ente¥ upon-s large 
jeatate in Devonshire which had “been se- 
‘cured for him by the Government,” and 
that the Queen had “already intimated 
her intention of making him a peer of 
the realm as soon as the work! was ac 
quainted with the information.” 

Tho prospective Croesus was James Al- 
bert Marson, at that time earning 30s 0 
week as q merchant’s clerk ina Sheffield 
house. A tall, handsome, fairly-educated 
man, he found no difficulty in acting the 
part of the awner of millions, He showed 
to his friends copies of the will and docu- 
ments purporting to entitle him to a fa- 
bulous yearly income, an estate in “Qn: 
tario, United States,” half the size of 
Ireland, and vast quantities of diamont« 
and rubies. 

He told them he was entitled to bound- 
less wealth, signed lettera “Albert, the 
future Lord Syerston” and “Maron, K. 
G.,” wore a ring which he said had been 
sent as ao token of good. will by Lord 
Minto, the GovernorGencral of Canada, 
pretendef to be purchasing a £12,000 
steam yacht, and showed them a draft 
of £5,000,000 and a bill of exchange for 
£50,000,000, this money, according to 
his statement, having been forwarded by 
‘his Canadian agents. He retired from 
business, installed a telephone, a valet, 
a private secretary, bought horses, gune 
and fur-lined coats, and was attended 
by a retinue of favorites anxious lo 


; please. To some of them he promised 


“staff” appointments—the boots at the 
largest hotel in the city was to have the 
preision of butler at £2,000 a year, and 
hia doctor was Lo have £1,500, 

All this meant money, and to keep off 
his creditors he borrowed on the strength 
of his “expectations,” Sums from £5 to 
£250 were lent freely by his friends. 
who believed his promises- daesae 
One man advanced as much as £3,120, 
another £420, and many Jont sinaller 
suma, The largest eredilor, Mr, Thomas 
Eastwood of Chesterfield, once received 
from Marson cheques for £10,000 and 
£150,000, but he was asked to return 
them for “re-endorsement,”  Marson’s 
accounts showed a deficiency of £5,307, 
and he had been living at the rate of 
£1,000 a year. 

One of the most curious points about 
the atory is the methods by which Mar- 
son duped Eastwood. On one occasion 
he wrote: “Rest assured that for ever 
agen I have had from you the same will 

repaid at the rate of £5,000 for ev- 
ery pound, and an annuity to each of 
your children of £10,000 to accumulate 
to their years of discretion.” 

Later, Marson wrote: “I have already 
signed half a million a year for your pa- 
tural life, irrespective of your stipend, 
while in my service.” 

Marson lived in a house of which the 
rent was Gs per week, yet Eastwood be- 
lieved him es he said that the Home 
Secretary and the Duke of Norfolk were 
coming to dine at his house. 

The judge, in passing sentence, sald 

tisoner had been convicted on clear evi- 
ence. Whatever the original story wae, 
he took advantage of it and made untrue 
statementa to Eastwood, who was a gen- 
tleman easily taken in. 


Last Year’s Violent Crimes. 


fiaoe a ‘ 
The Chicago “Tribune” has again pre-- 
pared a list of general statistics 
gleaned from the happenings of 
1902 in Uncle Sam's country. Amon 
thers are crimes of violence, whic 


embrace murders, sttciaes ana fynce- 
ings, The figures, being compiled 
from the daily press, are not official, 
and probably not complete, since a num- 
ber of occurrences in cach class may 
easily have been missed, Sufficlent, how- 
ever, has been gathered to make an ex- 
amination of it interesting. 

The number of murders during the 
twelvemonth indicates a recurrence of 
the wave of homicidal tendencies: which 
was prominent In the statistics betweer 
1804 and 1897, and which receded alter 
the latter year, There were nearly 1,000 
more murdera in 1002 than in 1901, when 
the number recorded was 7,852, 

Last year there were also 1,000 more 
suicides than in the previous year, when 
7.245 were reported. The pistol and the 
poison routes were chosen by two-thirds 
of those who sought » path to self-de 
struction, and carbolic acid was the fa- 
vorite poison, Despondency, based on 
disappointment in love or domestic un- 
happiness, wns the cause generally as- 
signed. Only 67 suicides were ascribed 
to failures In business, It has generally 
been conceded by statisticians that the 

roportion of suicides as to sex is about 
fone males to one female. Last year the 
figures formed a strong contrast with 
previous records. ‘Three times as many 
women committed suicide as in 1001. The 
figures given are 5,032 males, 3,009 fe- 
males. Lynchings show some sign of de- 
creasing in nuinber, In the Southern 
States there were 17 more legal execu- 
tions and 21 fewer lynchings than in 
1901. It is to be presumed that many 
of the negroes lawfully executed last 
year would have been lynched a few 
years ago in preference. The whole num- 
ber of executions In 1902 were 144, as 
against 118 in the previous year, show- 
ing that punishment is keeping up with 
the increase in murders. Of the wholo 
number of men hanged 88 were negrocs.

By the prompt 
action of Engineer Nelson, who had the 
Madiana’s bulkheads broken through, 
the mails and the passengers’ light bag- 
gage were taken out and brought in the 
Inst boats to the Gladysfen, which 
landed the passengers, crew, rhails and 
baggage here this afternoon.

Of smallpox the statis 
tics showed there had been 2,500 caset 
in the Province during 1902, resulting 
in ten deaths. Of scarlet fever there 
were 3.119 cases and 266 deatha, 

The entire afternoon session was 
taken up in the discussion upon the 
regulations for contral of cases‘of rcar- 
let fever, the various phases of the sub- 
ject being. thoroughly threshed out. Tho 
new regulations, as adopted, are com-

Yerkins exclaimed : “You don’t mean 
to say you have murdered him, do 
‘ou Y” to which she replied, “He came 
in drunk and raising trouble. I shot 
him once and the ball glanced off. I 
shot him again and he fell on the floor. 
1 then burned his clothing and put new 
paper on the wall. I burned the body 
and-fed the bones to the chickens.” 
According to Yerkins’ testimony, Mrs 
Taylor tokl him that she had read of a 
family that did not get along very well 
and that the woman killed her husband 
and burned the house.

Business men are in a peculiar posi- 
tion, They cannot learn the men’s gricr- 
ances, and yet if they do not agree with 
them thoy are censured.

MUTINEERS SENTENCED. 


Three 'to be Hanged and Twenty- 
Eight Imprisoned. 

Manila, Feb. 13.—Thirty-one members 
of the crew of the inter-inaular steamer 
Dos Hermanos, who mutinied in August 
last, at Port Virae, Island of Catandue- 
mes, and murdered the chief engincer, 
steward and carpentcr of the vessel, 
and wounded the captain, the mate, the 
second engineer and one gf the passen- 
gers, al] Spaniards, were convicted of 
murder yesterday. Three were sentencet 
to be hanged, and twenty-cight were 
condemned to imprisonment for life. The 
mutiny was plotted under the leader- 
ship ofa native boatswain of the vessel. 
The mutineers purposed to atea} $150,000 
which they oi ae to be on board. 
The officers of the steamer were dining 
when they were attacked. The steward 
and the carpenter of the ship were mur- 
dered while defending the officers, Dur- 
ing the fighting the steamer ran 
aground, and a force of constabulary, 
which went to the rescue of the offi- 
cers, killed three of the mutiueers, and 
captured 31 of them, whom they convey- 
ed to Albay, Island of Luzon.

Reserves Warned and Leave of Ab- 
« sence Cancelled. ; 


London, Feb. 13.—A special despatch 
from Rome says:—Italy was fully con- 
sulted in the course of the Lamsdorff- 
Goluchowski conference on Macedonia 
and promised to support the proposed 
action. The scheme for reforms includes 
a demand for the assembling of an 
international congress to adjust the de- 
tails, This will be supported by a de- 
monatration of European aap ie off 
Salonica, where they will remain while 
the congress ia in session. Orders have 
been given to the Austrian Lloyda 
Steamship Company at Trieste to be pre- 
peared at short notice to furnish auffi- 
cient transports to convey a large army 
to Dalmatia. Leave of absence las been 
cancelled; the reserves have been warn- 
ed and the railroads have been notified 
to be ready to deal with large bodies 
of men and supplies.

INDIA’S HIDDEN WEALTH. 


Lord Curzon Urges !the Natives to 
Invest It. 

New York, Feb. 16 —The Sun has the 
following special to-day from London :— 
In an address before the Bengal Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Lord Curzon of Kedle- 
stone, the Viceroy of India, stated that 
it was his belief that the natives of In- 
dia » Desides the money in circu- 
lation, 825 crores of rupees, which is 
hoarded and mostly buried. Meckoning 
& rupee at 18 pence, this would fiean 
nearly £62,000,000 sterling. Doubtless 
the Viceroy is spesking from the auth- 
ority of financial experts, who ara guid- 
ed by the trade returns. His estimate 
is, therefore, probabis under rather than 
over the mark, for all classes of the 
people have a quantity of ancient orne- 
ments representing cash which would 
not be included, Lord Curzon urges the 
natives to bring out this wealth and in- 
vest it, especially in industrial enter- 
prises, and in that way themselves reap 
the profits which British capitalists are 
slow to appreciate in the possibilities 
of the development of India, which they 
have been neglecting right along.

LIABILITY TO CLAIMS ADMIT-

Andrew Carnegie Offered to Lend the 
Money te Meet the German De- 
, mand For Cash. 


Washington, Feb. 16.—The Venerue- 
lan protocols have been made public. 
The British document, omitting the 
preamble, is, in part, as follows:—Article 
L—The Venezuelan Government declare 
that they recognize in principle the 
justice of the claims which have been 
preferred by his Majesty’s Government 
on behalf of British subjects. 

Article . L.—The' Venezuelan Govern- 
ment will satisfy at once, by payment 
in cash or its equivalent, the claims of 


British subjects, which amount to about 
£5,500, arising out of tho seizure and 
plundering of British vessels and the 
outrage on their crews, and the mal- 
treatment and false imprisonment of 


British subjects. 
Article I1L—The Vonezuelan and 
British Governments a: that the oth- 


er British claims, including claims by 
British subjects other than those dealt 
with in article VI. hereof, and including 
those preferred by the railway campan- 
fes, shall, unless otherwise satisfied, be 
referred to a mixed commission. : 

This commission is to consist of one 
British and one Venezuelan member. In 
each case where they agree therr decision 
shall be final; in case of disagreement 
the claims are to be referred to an um-

Article V.—The Voneruelan Govern- 
ment, being unwilling to provide a sum

For making this 
stutement Mr. Reecher was sharply 
arraigned by thousands of critics, 
Many newspaper editorials aMirmed 
that the Plymouth pastor was advo- 
entg the roduction of the laborers’ 
salaries to 25 cents a dluy. He was 
not attempting any such thing. What 
Bir Leecher tried to prove was this: 
Tho bare necessaries of life are very 
small; therefore most people ¢an pro- 
vide for their actun!l needs if they 
will only be energetic and at the 
saine time be frugal. 

But this frugality, tn many cases, 
pride will not permit them to prac- 
tice. Pride, with the smiling. super- 
cillous face and bediamoned finger, 
usually comes to the young man’s 
home With such insinuating words as 
these ‘‘My friend, you have no right 
to rear your family as you are do- 
ing.

Debt is not only the offspring of 
pride, but is often tho parert of a 
Ispge family of criminal ctdldren. The 
study of genealogicat tables ‘is 


‘among -the most interesting: of stu- 


dies. Certain families nearly always 
have good children; you can trace 
them down from gencration to gener- 
ation. Other : families néarly  al- 
ways have bad children; there is ap- 
parently something in thelr blood 
that iy diseased and contaminated. 
As the waters falling down the cas- 
cades near Duluth show the discolor- 
ations contracted in passing through 
furests of cedar and tamarack miles 
away, so the blood of some children 
is tainted with criminal ‘tendencics, 
inherited even before they are born. 
They are born with a: propensity for 
lying, for stealing, for incebriety, 
which tHé¥ are seldom able to erad- 
ieate. Lut, though those children 
may not be able to overcome “their 
evil tendencies $y their own strength, 
they can overcome them by tho help 
of a supernatural power, which is 
offered to all who are tempted. 
Willful debt is that kind of debt 
into which many allow themselves to 
run through useless and sinful 
extravagance. While-tho young man 
ig being financially ground to pieces 
by the upper and nether millstones 
of this kind of debt what is often 
the most natural thing for’ him to 
do? Ask ihat young collector who 
is taking some of his employer's 
money to win, as he foolishly thinks, 
a fortune at the gambler’s wheel. 
Ife is not at heart a bad young man. 
Tle intends to pay that money back. 
Ho expects to use it only for u little 
while and then return it with inter- 
est after he has escaped from tho 
clutches ‘of morciless debt. Ask that 
young embezzler who has just felt 
the heavy hand of the law placed up- 
on his shoulder. Did he ever expect 
that the late suppers, the theatre 
tickets and the attendance at the 


Did he ever think for ono moment 
that he would lose tho estate confid- 
ed to-him in trustee form when ho 
began to run into debt? No, no. 
These men are being destroyed by 
debt in the same way that the learn- 
ed Lord Bacon 
bribes 

Crovkedness, gambling, wildcat 
speculation and a betrayal of ono’s 
best friends are often found among 
tho malformed offspring of a hideous 
parent deht. But without doubt the 
greater number of the children of this 
infamous progenitor are thoso with 
the fatal marks of perjury stamped, 
Cuin-like, upon thelr brow. ‘‘Lying 
always rides upon dvebt’s back” once 
wrote Benjamin Franklin. “The sec- 
ond vice is lying: the Jirst is running 
into debt.” 

When a man needlessly and willful- 
ly runs into debt, he opens the sluice 
gates of falsehood. Ie professes his 
willingness to clasp hands with de- 
ception and deceit. The debtor says 
to his creditor, “ have no money 
this merning, but I will pay you 
next week.’’ His words aro false; he 
has no intention ef paying 
week. ‘The debtor sayx: 
trying to sell some land. 
is glinost closed: then I will send 
you o check."" The debtor knows be 
is a falsifiery he nas no land to sell. 

One of the dearest friends I ever 
had by this curse of ruvning into 
debt became a iporal degenerate. He 
went tu another friend and borrowed 
$600 and gave as sccurily some 
cattle which he professed to own at 
that time in Kansas In fact, he did 
not own a horn or hoof in all the 
world. So the perjury habit, which 
is often the offspring of debt, will 
¢ereep into a man’s heart as a worm 
tunnels its way into the heart of a 
great tree and Jenves there nothing 
but death and corruption and filth. 
“All Hors shall have their part in 
the lake which burneth with fire and 
brimstence, which is the second 
death.** Beware, 0 man, how you 
nourish this destroying child of per; 
jury. which is often the oftspring of 
accursel debt! 

Willful debt is tho fiend who cares 
not how many helpless and innocent 
sictims he may destroy in his own 
annihilation. The pirates of old 
used tu raise their black flags and 
prey upon the ancient shipping. ‘The 
robbers of Scotland used to place 
false lights upon the shores so that 
the ships would be decoyed upon the 
rocks and the wreckers could collect 
the broken cargoes. The man who 
willfully runs into debt is a human 
vampire who is sueking the lifebiood 
out of his butcher and baker, his 
tailor and landlord, his friend and 
his encmy alike. Ie cares not how 
he gets money so long os he gets it. 
Hie caren not who has to suffer so 
long os his pres:nt desires are satis- 
fied. What is the -natural and inevi- 
table result? There have been 
thousands of small retail merchants 
driven into bankruptcy because their 
customers, supposed to be honorable 
men, would, not ‘pay their bills. 
‘There haxe -been hundreds and thou- 
s.nds of poor widows and orphans 
and aged and helpless depositers of 
small sinrs in the banks who have 
lost alf merely because the oashiers 
have becoine defaulters aid caret not 
whom they dragged down with them 
in their own moral and = spiritual 
destruction. Jt is a contemy tible act 
for a man to steal from oa million-

is it for him to destroy the spiritual, 
‘and moral life of his own children! 
There is many a man who is tearing 
his children after:the exalted’ style 
of a miliionaire’s children, who when 
~he dies will-leave-to-t 
cent. In other words; he is instilling 
into the hearts of his boys and girls 
unnatural desires, and’ then,. when he 
fs gone, those boys and. girls, In or- 
der to gratify those desires, bo 
led. to plunge into-a life of dissolute- 
ness and crime. To illustrate, 
would introduce to you a» young 
‘man who was once a coinpanion of 
my youth. Ho was the son -of the 
president. of a largo’ life insurance 
company in the east. He came to 
my home some time ago. © ‘Why,’ 
*Joc,” 1 sajd to him, “1 have n6t 
seen you for years, Where’ did you 
come from?" | ‘‘From poverty and’ 
want and drunkenness from no- 
where,’’ he answered glooniily. “I 
‘have come to you for help... Will you 
help me?’ What was the cause of 
that young tnan’s downfall? The ex- 
travagant life his father led. and the 
life he allowed his chikiren to. lead. 

Willful debt is often a well dressed 
villain who pretends to be an honest 
man. In olden: times if a man could 
not pey”his debts ho was looked up- 
on'in the same sense as a thief and 
sent 10 fall: Undor the old Roman 
Jaw, after spending a certain time in 
jall, ifthe was still-unablo to spay 
his creditors, he was sold into slav- 
ery ard. had to -pass-his life as a. 
serf. Some one might say that such 
a condition is very hard and unjust, 
and so it is. But, in many ° cases;- 
when a man will deliberately entér 
a store and run up a heavy bill, 
which ho has no intention of paying, 
he is just as much a robber as tho 
sneak thief who rushes into the 
bakery and steals a loaf of bread, 
and he should havo little mercy 
shown to him. The debtor not 
only steals the groceryman’s goods, 
but he steals his time and service. 

Many o man who for years has de- 
liberately run up all tho debts he 
can is to-day walking. around our 
streets claiming that in the sight 
of the law he is honest. After do- 
liberately swindling all the men he 
could he puta the little money he had 
left in his wife's naimc. Then he en- 
ters the bankruptcy court and asks 
the judge to free him from all these 
tinonciul obligations. Now, I care 
not what tho bankruptcy court may 
say in such cases, no honest man, in 
the sight of God or man, can ever 
be morally freed from a financial 
dobt until that debt is paid. It is a 
man's business to pay what he owes, 
no matter how the bill was contract- 
ed. Ouo of the first signs of Zacc- 
hacus’ real conversion was when © he 
turned to the Saviour and said, 
“Behold, Lord, the half of my goods 
I give to the poor, and if I have 
taken anything from any man by 
false accusation I restore to hinr 
fourfold." In other words he said, 
“If I have cheated any man out of 
his just dues, I am ready not only 
to restore to him the full amount of 
moncy taken, but I will restore to 
him duuble and treble and quad- 
ruple that which I have taken.’* And 
ro man, in tho sight of God, can be 
a Christian until ho first signifies 
his intention to repay to the utmost 
of his ability ali the moncy berrow- 
ed by him and to cancel his full ob- 
ligations to every one of his finan- 
clal ereditera. You cannot love God 
and at tho same time signify a will- 
ingness to cheat your fellow men. 

In closing I would Mke to ask my 
hearers a pertinent queation—Is not 
the chicf reason gyhy you are unvwill- 
ing to publicly profes: Christ be 
cuuse you have not been Jiving right 
with your fellow men and trying to 
pay your honest dehts? Dr. Wilbur 
Chapman, I think it was, once told 
this incident in a great evangelistic 
meoliny. For some weeks there was 
among the audience to whom he had 
been preacKing a man who would not 
confesx Christ. Dr. Chapman could 
not understand why. But one night 
this nan came to.his hotel room 
and said: "Doctor, is there help for 
tne? I am a defaulter. 1 stole so 
many thousund dollars from my em- 
ployers many years ago. They have 
never found it out. What shall I 
do?” Dr. Chapman told the man to- 
go back to his old employers and té 
confess, and fully confess, what he 
had done. Then Dr. Chapman } fold 
that man to give up all his property 
to liquidate part of the debt’ and 
to pledge himself to pay back the 
balance as soon as he could. The 
man did as he advise. In trying 
to undo the past wrong he removed 
the otetacle which had kept him 
from realizing that Christ was ready 
to forgive hin. My friends, is the 
awful realization that you have 
been financially unjust to your  fel- 

w anen keeping you away from the 

vo of Christ? Will you not try to 
undo that wrong? Will you not fol- 
low the command of Paul, who tells 
us to ‘“‘oWe no man anything’’ the 
Saine Paul who tells us to “press 
toward the mark for the prive of the 
high calling of God in Christ Je- 
sus?"* 

It may only take a amall speck of 
dust in the eye to blind the sight 
and shut out the light of tho noon- 
tidy sun. It may only take one bill 
which wo refuse to pay to our 
neighbor to shut out all the glories 
of heaven. Pauj does not ask of 
us an impossibility, but he does de- 
mad that we, one and all, should 
not only love God sith all our 
souls, but also love our fellow men 
enough to te financially Just to them 
as well as merciful. z

NORT YORE CAMPAIGN. 


Messrs. Davis and Lennox Address a 
{Joint Meeting at Aurora. 
Aurora, Feb, 17.—The first joint 
meefing in.the North York campaign 
passed off without riot or bloodshed.

THE WHITE PLAGUE. 


The Treatment of Tuberculosis in 
Germany. 

Berlin, Feb. 17.—Yesterday the Chan- 
cellor sent to the Reichstag a memo- 
randum on tuberculosis treatment, 
showing that out of 1,000 deaths in 
Germany of persons between the ages 
of 15 and Go, 316 die from tuberculosis 
alone. The mortality of the whole 
population averaged 242 per 100,000 
yearly. The health — officer found 
that consumption can best be treated 
in special hospitals. The statistics of 
186 to 1901 showed that on the aver- 
age out of a hunired cases treated 
87.7 were dismissed as cured or im- 
proved, 88 as no better, 3-1 as worse, 
and that 0.4 died. 


A BEANDON FORGERY, 


Banks Swindled Out of Several Thou- 
‘sand Dollars. 

Winnipeg, Feb. t7—Quite a sensa- 
lion has been created at Brandon by 
the discovery that a number of bank- 
ity institutions, netubly the British 
North America and the Imperial, have 
been swindled to ioe extent of several 
thousand dollars by the operations of 
a smooth young firmer named L. S, 
Paterson. It appears that young Pat- 
erson some time age discovered how 
easy a matter it would be to raise 
money on warehouse receipts. Blank 
warchousé receipt bouks were generally 
left sbout the ollices of elevators and 
fam warehouses. A number of blanks 
were torn out, and the names of the 
warchouseinen iorged, thereon, Then 
the receipts were taken out to the bank 
and large antounts of money raised on 
them. In one or two cases the name 
of J. Crawford, warchouseman for Mr. 
E. O'Reilly. was forged, and the money 
taised at the banks. One or two other 
elevator penple were victimized in the 
same way. Some time ago the same 
game was successfully worked at Wa- 
pella. No arrest has yet been made, 
as the supposed guilty party has de- 
camped.

Meeting ‘of the Grand Council at Co- 
bourg. : 

Cobourg, Feb. 1&8—The Grand 
Council of Ontario Royal Templars 
of Temperance began its annual meet- 
ing here yesterday.

Conference at Berlin Decide ‘to Ask 
Government to Undertake Electri- 
cal and Power Transmission, and 
Failing That to Empower Muni- 
Cipalities to'Co-operate. 


Berlin, Feb. 18—Not in many years 


’ has there been held a meeting fraught

with greater import to the municipal- 
ities of Ontario than that of municipal 
and manufacturing representatives as- 
sembled here to the number of 
over ninety to discuss ways and means 
of insuring to all consumers cheap 
electrical energy. The municipalities 
represented were Toronto, Stratford, 
St. Thomas, Hamilton, Guelph, Inger- 
soll, St. Catharines, London, Galt, 
Dundas, Waterloo, Brantford, Berlin, 
Bridgeport, Woodstock, St Mary’s, 
and in addition there were present rep- 
resentatives from several Boards of 
Trade of the shire municipalities, and 
a deputation from the Toronto branch 
of the Canadian Manufacturers’ Asso- 
tlation, The meeting decided by a 
large majority to urge the Government 
to undertake through a commission the 
transmission of power to municipal 
ities, aad as an alternative, if nog willing 
to undertake the work itself, to em- 
Power the municipalities to, co-operate, 
and, by means of a commission, devel- 
op or buy, transmit and sell electri¢ 
energy, and an influcntial deputation, 
Tepresenting all the municipalities, was 
appointed to urge that course upon the 
“Government. The opposition to that 
course was based on the claim that 
+ there was not before the meeting suffi- 
cient information ; that _ electrical 
transmission was in its infancy and its 
future uncertain, and the cry was alse 
taised that Toronto was trying to gel 
special advantages over other mum- 
cipalities and “hog the whole thing.” 
The principal exponents of ne course 
adopted were Chairman E. W. B. Saya 
er of St. Jacobs; Mayor Urquhart

A NEW ARGUMENT. 


Cc. PR. B Not Exempt From Taxation 
in the Territories, 


Winnipeg, Feb. 19—The argument 
in the Canadian Pacific Railway land 
tax exemption cases was continued te 
fore the full court. Mr. Harve;, 
the Deputy Attorney-General of the 
Territories, was present to watch vie 

rocecdings. The counse! ivr the 
plaintiffs, Mr. H. M. Howell, who is 
acting in reality under instructious 
from the Minister of Justice, has 
brought into the discussion an argu- 
ment hitherto unheard of, that bes 
created a great stir in legal circles. It 
is in effect that the Dominion Parlia- 
ment, in granting in 1883 powers of 
taxation to the Territories, failed to 
safeguard rights of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway to an exemption from 
taxation on its lands, in consequence of 
which oversight the Territorial Gov- 
ernment has been free since that date 
to levy taxes on the lands of the com- 
oany. ‘

GRANTS FOR CANADA. 


Ten to Fifteen Thousand Expected to 


Settle in Saskatoon Within the 
Next Twelve Months. 


London, Feb, '19.—Already the pro- 
posed all-British colony in Saskatoon 
is growing steadily. There are 1,850 
emigrants booked for the Lake Mani- 
toba, sailing March 25th, and 1,000 
leave on the Lake Simcoe on the 21st. 
In the party are about 400 young wo- 
men and children. One lady of large 
means sends out fifteen young men, for 
whom she has set aside £15,000, to 
start them as farmers. Rev. Mr. Barr, 
the leader of the colony, expects from 
ten to fifteen thousand British people 
to settle in the Saskatchewan valley be- 
fore the spring of next year. 

Rev. Mr. Barr’s emigration project 
has reached such proportions that he 
has asked the Dominion Government 
to reserve forty additional townships 
for the British sclony. and offers to 
pay entry feces for the colonists at 
once and locate them within six 
months. He has secured strong finan- 
cial support, having on deposit half 
a million pounds sterling at his im- 
mediate disposat. This request will in- 
volye a concession from the Dominion 
Government of more than two nitillion 
acres of land. This emigration move- 
ment to Canada from Great Britain is 
most remarkable, occurring, as it does, 
at a time when the South African 
mine owners are powerless to attract 
workmen, and Rhodesia remains a land 
of undeveloped resources. 


TO KILL THE KAISER. 


Storv of Man Pledged to Commit the 
Crime. 


Barcelona, Feb. 19—The news- 
papers publish an account of an 
Anarchist meeting recently held 
here, at which a2 German engineer, who 
had been in Barcelona a fortnight, and 
who has started for England, declared 
he pledged himself to make an attempt 
on the life of Emperor William of 
Germany. .

Montreal. 


London, Feb. 19.—Thomas Ronald- 
son & Co., of Rotterdam, announce 
that the firm has concluded arrange- 
ments with Wo. Petersen of New- 
castic-on-Tyne torun a reguiar iine of 
Steamers under the title “Canadian 
Ocean Inland Line,” between Kotter- 
dam and Montreal. Vessels will call 
at Quebec, when sufficiegt cargo makes 
it necessary.

“Coroner’s jury returned. a verdict that 


Johnson came to-his death from 
wounds received from a Martini rifle 
in the hands of. Edward Huntg of 
Wyevale, and thar Henry Guest -of 
Wyevale, Edward Dunn. nad “Albert 
Laking of Utterson and Samuel Burely 
of Orillia were equally culpable. 

The preliminary investigation was 
concluded before Police Magistrate 
Spencer of this place last evening, and 
all of the prisoners were committed for 
trial on a charge of manslaughter. Mr. 
OQ. M. Arnold was counsel for Hunter 
and Mr.T. Godson for the other de- 
fendants. It appeared from the evi- 
dence that the defendants and the de- 
ceased were engaged in 2 lumber camp 
near Utterson. Johnson Icft the camp 
the morning of the tith after break- 
fast, and went to Utterson, where he 
became intoxicated. About 5 o'clock 
in the evening he started up the north 
road towards the camp. © one saw 
him alive to speak to him after that. 
About 7.30 in the evening the defend- 
ants Laking and Dunn Ielt the camp 
for Utterson, and as they came to the 
end of the long swamp road they saw 
what they took to be a-bear lying at 
the edge of the track. They hurried 
back towards the camp and met the 
other three boys, and told them there 
was a bear in the road, and asked Hun- 
ter to get his gun. He went back to 
the camp, and in a short time returned 
with the rifle. The five then proceeded 
along the road until they came within 
about thirty yards of the supposed bear. 
It had not yet moved!. They all still 
supposed it to be a bear, and three 
shots were fired. two of which pene- 
trated the body. They then approached 
and ascertained that it was their com- 
rade, Johnson, whom they had shot. 

They surrendered themselves at Ut- 
terson, and had the body brought there. 
where the post-mortem was held the 
next day. They were all good friends 
with the deceased, and familiarly called 
him “Old Dad” in the camp.

Dbject of a New Spinsters’ Club in 
England. 


New York, Feb. 23.—The Sun has

The unmarried women of the ancient

Surrey, have leaped into fame sudden- 
ly by an action which has caused Lon- 
don’s laughter to be echoed on the 
Paris boulevards. They have formed 
a “society for promoting man indiffer- 
ence among women,” sccured head- 
| ree which they have named the 


pinsters’ Retreat, and have pledged, 


themselves to assist “young women an 
those older in years to withstand 
temptations to cnter the marriage 
state.” 

They scorn such a simple device ta 
attain their object as the making of 
themselves unattractive in the eyes of 
the male sex. They stipulate in their 
first rule that all members must have 
attained the age of seventeen, must 
wear long skirts, and dress their hair 
in a becoming manner. They also say: 
“Members are invited to render their 
appearance as altractive as possible, 
but they must be maidenly in their 


The rules of the order compel the 
members to have a wholesome con- 
tempt of love, to abhor marriage, and 
to display the society’s badge at least 
one day a week. Nevertheless, “mem- 
bers are not debarred from conferring 
their fricndship upon the opposite sex, 
but this friendship must be absolutcly

MARTINEAU’S DEFAILATIONS. 


Militia Officials Think They May, 
Reach $75,000. 

Ottawa, Feb. 23.—The officials of the 
Militia Department think that the de- 
falcations of Martincau will aggregate 
$75,000. It will be a day or two yet be- 
fore the exact amount is known, At 
present the accountant and his staff 
are going over the entries in the de- 
partmental day book for ,the past 
twelve months and comparing them 
with the statement furnishéd by the 
Bank of Montreal of the checks which 
it has cashed within the same period. 
Until this comparison is completed tha 
estimate of the defalcations 1s only an 
approximate one. It would appear that 
the first bank in which Martineau made 
deposits was the Quebec Bank. He did 
so under the name of Chas. D. Cote. 
He next opened an account at the 
Sovercign Bank, under the same name. 
To the local manager of the Sovereign 
Bank he was, it is stated, introduced 
by a former member of the staff of the 
Quebec Bank. In the Royal Bank he 
also made deposits. The amount 
standing 10 his credit in the Sovereign 
Bank is faid to be $9,300. It is report- 
ed, but cannot be confirmed, that the 
tums in the other banks = are 
larger. The extent of Martin- 
eau’s transactions «in stocks used 
to amaze some of his assgciates. 
They thought, however, that by reason 
of his having had considerable experi- 
ence he was acting for wealthy clients. 
Martineau once boasted of having made 
as much as $18,000, but he confessed 
also to having experienced losses.

Country’’.as worthy of the cmula- 
tion of all Americans. The text is 


‘Genesis xvil, 4, ‘Thou shalt be a 


father of many nations." 

Among’ the monarchs of Europe 
there is only one whose lot I consid-. 
er enviable, Justin McCarthy onco 
wrote that the princes who were born 
to thrones ought to be the most pit- 
fed of olf men, The kings and: 
queens of Europe, as a rule, aro 
doomed to lives of oppressive and 
circumscribed servitude. The would 
be assassins are always skulking 
around, ready to dig their graves. 
Kings catinot marry those with 
whom they fall in love, as other men 
are allowed to da, When they wed, 
considerations of state and policy 
and of international alliance govern 
the choice of a partner, and they 
must not marry sitnply to satisfy 
the cravings of their own hearts. 
Royalty has its drawbacks as well 
as its dangers; but there is one con- 
spicuous example of their being ov- 
ercome. Even a freeborn American 
citizen can afford to admire the do- 
mestic relations of the German Em- 
peror. The six bright, healthy, in- 
telligent boys, and the lovely little 
yirl who compose his family circle 
are a group to make a father’s heart 
glad. To be the head of a family is 
more gratifying than to be the head 
of the German Empire. 

It was so that the beautiful Cor 
nelia felt when she declared that no 
wealth was comparable to being tho 
wother of the Gracchi. What, then, 
must bo the joy of that man who fs 
told tbat he is to be “the father of 
many nations!’’ For that reason the 
Hebrew people honor the name of 
Father Abraham; for that reason tho 
Anierican people ought to honor the 
nume of George Washington. As the 
Hebrews to this day venerate the 
man from whom their race sprang, 
so we have in the leader and found- 
er of our commonwealth oo nan 
whose character is worthy of all our 
honor and veneration. Thousands 
upon thousands of pilgrims have 
Journeyed to tho shrines of Mach- 
pelah, in which are supposed 
buried Father Abraham and Sarah, 
his wife. On, this national holiday 
in imagination we should be willing 
to journey to the Mount Vernon 
tombs in which stumber the molder 
ing bodies of Father Washinton ond 
Martha, his wife We should on this

It was in, Washington's ‘igen- 
jus of character’ that we find his 
greatest element of strength. George 
Washington was a well rounded man, 
That means in ordinary, everyday 
Innguage he was a good man wher- 
ever you study him. 

George Washington was ready to 
sacrifice his all for American liberty. 
I do not suppose he was any more 
willing to sacrifice his all than 
thousands und tens of thousands of 
other men. But the simple fact was 
that George Washington had more to 
sacrifice than almost any other man 
of his day. First, he was a homo 
body. Ho had to give up all the 
endearments of his Virginia planta- 
tion life. The glory of war and tho 
pride of statesneinship never appeal- 
ed to him, as they often do. to the 
selfish ambition of the modern poli- 
tirlan. “How pitiful,” he ¢nee 
wrote to u friend, “in this oge of 
reason and religion, is that falso 
ambition which desolates the world 
with fire and sword for the Purpose 
of conquest and fame.

the French war and for having sav- 
ed the remnant of Braddock’s army, 
he couki not spgak a Word. He stood’ 
up in the aisle, stammering and 
blushing and trembling all over Jike 
a child, ‘With that, Speaker Robin- 
son, noticing. his. embarrassment, 
¢ame to his rescue and sald: ‘Sit 


down, Mr, Washington;. sit “down. . 


Your modesty is equal to your val- 
or, and that surpasses the power of 
any fangilage that I possess.’ “ So, 
like the modesty of Washington, our 
decds in time of peace may cqual 
any deeds of military conquest. We 
muy be heroes and heroines in civil- 
ian's garb, George Washington up- 
holding the financial policy of~ the 
Secretary of the Treasury, Alexander 
Hamilton, just as important to 
American history as George Wash- 
ington kading his troops across the 
Delaware; George Washington in the 
political councils of state, just as 
important for American success as 

Jeorge Washington under the famous 
ehn of Cambridge. 

George Washington lived apd died 
a Christian genticinan, If you knew 
nothing of the principles of naviga- 
tion and should see a ship sail -up 
New York harbor, you might be sur 
prised. You might say to the com- 
mander of the ship: ‘‘Captain, how 
was it possible for you to steer 
your ship through the trackless deep? 


Miles and miles away is England,

Lord Dunraven Exp: Hope of its 
Bucce: 

London, Feb, 24.—The Earl of Dunt 
raven: was interviewed regarding 
the report of the Irish Landlord 
and T¢nants’ Conference in Dublin, of 
which he was Chairman He spoke 
hopefully regarding the prospects of 
legistation, which, he thought, would 
end the dilficultics in Ircland. Lord 
Dunraven said :--“The utterances of 
King Edward ad of British public 
men, the temper of Ireland, the recep- 
tion of the confcrence’s report by the 
public, and the actiun of the Govern- 
ment since its publication are all fav- 
orable indications pomling to the suc- 
cess of the Government’s Irish land 
bill, which, if it conta, a just and 
generous offer, will make goud the first 
impression on which all depends. Lhe 
bill, if drawn on the lines of the report, 
will insure a final settlement and re- 
move the cause of iriction im treland, 
which ts reacting yinfavorably not only 
in Great Britam but thrgughout the 
empire and on vur kindred i the Unit- 
ed States.” d 

Lord Dunraven replied to the ad- 
verse critictsm of tec report, saying 
that the conferees could not lay down 
a specific formula to be adopted. They 
were obliged to deal with the matter 
on the broadest lines, considering both 
the interests of the nation and those 
of individual landlord and tenants. He 
did not think that the Gov- 


ermmen would be able = to 
ee a strict. formula, which, 
if attempted, would coniuse the 


issue. The minor details of yf plan 
based on voluntarism must be Icft to 
the purchasers and sellers.

WHERE WINTER 18 KING. 


Traffic in Newfoundland at a Stand- 
still. 

“St. John’s, Nfld. Feb. 25.—The trains 
which were snowbound in the interior, 
having secured relief, are now moving 
backwards to their starting ~ points, 
where ample food. and. accommodation 
for the travellers are available. It was 
impossible for the trains to attempt to 
cut their way “through the snowdrifts 
across the summit of the island. ~An- 
other fierce gale raged last night, add- 
ing to the snowdrifts. An castern train 
with forty-three passengers zeachied 
Norris Arm and is now on its 
to this city, but it is not 
I:nown when it will reach its destina- 
tion, owing to the rainstorm and the 
subsequent frost which coated the 
tracks with ice. A train Icaving St. 
John’s was unable to proceed hail 
amile from the station, owing 
to the ice, and had to return, aban- 
doning further attempt to leave until 
to-morrow. The western snowbound 
express is slowly retreating toward the 
Bay of Islands, with fifty-five persons 
aboard. It was deemed unwise to keep 
the train near the summit, owing to a 
possible long delay before that section 
of the railroad is clear. The passen- 
gers will be housed at Bay of Islands, 
neat which settlement the ‘American 
herring fishing vessels ate frozen. The 
passengers of the express, which also 
carries Jarge American and Canadian 
incoming mails, are likely to be de- 
tained at Bay of [Islands for some time 
yet. Business is greatly inconvenienced 
by the delay in the arrival of the mails. 

Three thousand seal fishers to man 
the sealing steamers for next month’s 
fishing operations are awaiting the 
clearing of the railroad tracks to reach 
St. John's. 


GUAEDS’ STATEMENT, 


Confesses the Shooting of Charles 
Shirley. 


Quebec, Feb. 24—The  prisones 
Guard was brought to the Police Court 
before any vi the witnesses sub: 
pocnacd for the afternoon were 
around, and there he told a story 
in which he virtually confesses the 
shooting of Charles Shirley, and at the 
same time attempted to implicate the 
wife of his intended victim. He went 
so far as tu say that he had been in- 
cited to the deed by Mrs. Shirley. Di- 
tectly it was known what kind of a 
statement.Guard was prepared to make 
Mrs. Shirley was sent for. She went 
fram ber home to the court, supposing 
that it was simply as a witness that 
she was required. On reaching the 
Court House she was taken into High 
Constable Gale’s room, and there found 
herself virtually a prisoner. The au- 
thorities were apparently afraid that 
she mig™t leave the city. When Guard 
had finished his deposition Mrs. Shirley 
was formally arrested and sent to jail. 
Her own side of the story has yet to 
be given, but even if innocent of the 
charge made by Guard she is consider- 


“ed by the authorities to be too import- 


ant a witness to be leit at large. Mrs. 
Shirley can say nothing at all about the 
shooting itself. She did not witness it, 
for it took place in the stable while 
she was in the house. but just before 
her husband managed to crawl into the 
house. wounded and bleeding. carrying 
theee bullets in his head and limbs, the 
prisoner Guard walked in with tke re- 
volver in his hand.

Chicago, Feb. 23.—The Post says =

for the merging of the interests 
of the firms that comprise the so-called 
“beef trust.” Unless something unfore- 
seen arises, April isi will s€e the offi- 
cial announcement «-{ the incorporation 
of a securities-hulding company which 
may cventually control the meat trade 
of the world. Unlike the popular wea 
of the packers’ merger, however, for 
the time being it is not to tmbrace 
everything in sight, nor is 1t tobe can- 
italized at $500,000.c00, as announced 
for the United States Packing Com- 
pany. Further, the plans contemplate 
no friction with tac Federal Courts, 
because of the recent decision by 
judge Grosscup against the packing 

ouse combination. The nucleus of the 
great combination of world-wide in- 
terests is to be the merger of the small- 
er independent plants, bought last 
year by the big packers preparatory to 
the general merger planned st that 
time. The securities to be held by the 
new corporation are these of the G. 
H. Hammond Paching Comuany, the 
Omaha Packing Company. the Angio- 
American Flour Company, the St 
Louis Beef Company. and the United 
Dressed Reef Company, and possibly 
several of the outside stock yards now 
controlled by Chicago interests. Chi- 
cago will be the headquarters of the 
combination, but as far ag the public 
is concerned there wall be no immedi- 
ate change in the operation of the in- 
dividual plants under the new regime. 
The capitalization 1s not definitcly 
known.

ATLANTIC FLEET. 


Official Announcement—Price Paid 
For Steamers Not Made Public— 
Deal May Affect Fast Line Con- 
seach, 

Montreal; Feb. 2$—The Canadian 
Pacific Railway has completed the ne- 
‘gotiations with the Elder-Dempster 
Company for the acquisition of an At- 
lantic fleet, and.Sir Thomas Shaugh- 
nessy was able’ to announce the 

—purchase of fourteeen vessels. The 
service itself, Sir’ Thomas said, would 
be both passenger and freight, and the 
transaction has been completed entirely 
without regard to the question of a 
Government subsidy. Among the other 
details which have yet to be arranged 
is that of remuneration by the Gov- 
ernment for the carrying of the mails, 
which-comes within the scope of the 
operations of the passenger steamers, 

When asked about tne price paid 
for the fleet{ Sir- Thomas said he 
would rather: that information .came 
from. Sir Alfre@ Jones, the Chairman 
of the Elder-Dempster Company. Des- 
patches from London stated that the 

rice has not been disclosed there yet. 
ut it is understood to be about 97.- 
500,000, It is reported in Montreal that 
the price per ton was about one-third 
less than was paid by Mr. Morgan for 
the steamships in his combine, 

The deal was put through in Lon- 
don by Mr. Arthue Piers, General Su- 
perintendent of the steamship depart- 
ment of the company. who has been 
on the other side for two months, and 
who is also arranging for the building 
of three passenger boats of t0,000 tons 
each. these will, it is said, be built 
onthe .Cly

The first regult undoubtedly will 
be the retirement of the Elder-Demp- 
ster Line from the regular Canadian 
trade. and the partial, though perhaps 
only temporary, withdrawal o other 
vessels.”

Wanted to Know What Was to 
‘be Done With- Three Army 
Corps. 


70 ARGUE IN ENGLISH. 


Procedure in Regard to Venezuelan 
~ Claims, 


Washington, Reb. 25.—Minister Bo- 
wen has submitted the draft of the 
protocols, which he hopes will be sign- 
ed by the allied powefs, specifyidg the 
conditions under which The Hagne Tri- 
bumai will be called to settle the 

uestion of preferential, treatment, in 
he payment of the Venezuelan indem- 
nities, to Judge Penfield, solicitor of 
the State Department. The letter sug- 
gested a few charges. In its complete 
State the protocol, which will serve as. 
a pattern for all three, has not yct been 
made public, but it is understood that, 
as_one interesting feature it probably 
will provide for the conduct of the 
rroceedings at The Hague in the Eng- 
ish language. Mr. Bowen laid copies 
of these prococols before the allies’ re- 
presentatives this afternoon, and they 
were cabled to the respective Foreign 

ffices. ; 

_ Mr. Bowen bas proposed to the al- 
lied powers that the Czar of Russia be 
asked to name the three arbitrators 
who as The Hague tribunal shall de- 
cide the question of preferential treat- 
ment. 


“London, Feb. 23.—During the debate 
on Mr. Brodrick’s army reorganization 
plan .Mr,.Churchill declared that the 
whole army corps scheme was a “hum- 
bug.and sham,” and was only introduc- 
ed with the object of militarizing Eng- 
land. He asked where the Govern- 
ment. expected the three army corps 
intended for foreign service to oper- 
ate. “It was not in South Africa, and” 
such a force was not needed on the 
Indian frontier, and they certainly 
could not. contemplate the three army 
corps operating in Canada, for the 
United States was “no more prepared 
to invade Canada than Great Britain 
was prepared to invade the United 


States.” 

Mr. Churchill added, amid cheers:— 
“And Jong may that salutary neglect 
continue.” 

Premier Balfour, in winding up the 
debate for the sGovernment, compli- 
mented Mr. Asquith on going to the 
heart of the question, namely, whether 
the army was too large and costly for 
the empire's needs. Of course, he said, 
the ‘feet stood first: but there were 
limits to the uses of the flect. It was 
impossible to bring a war to an end 
with a fleet, which could not even strike 
2 as blow at most enemies with 
which Great Britain might be engaged, 
without a strong attacking force of 
soldiers, and it would be folly to de- 
prive the ome of a means of ofen- 
Sive action in the event of an emer- 
ency. Mr. Balfour contended that 
ree army corps were necessary iur 
work outside the empire, ‘They ind ta 
consider the defence of Indis.

Cleveland, Ohio, Feb. 25.—As the re- 
sult of a head-on collision between a 
westbound passenger train and an 
eastbound freight train a mile or two 
east of Berea, Ohio, on the Big Four 
Railroad yesterday, four mail clerks 
were burned to death and several 
trainmen were more or less seriously 
hurt.

unknown men. All the injured are in 
a hospital in Cleveland, 

The passenger train was well filled, 
and many of the passengers were 
school superintendents and teachers, 
on their way to Cincinnati to attend 
a meeting of schgol directors and 
teachers in that city. The unfortunate 
mail clerks were caught like rats in 3 
trap within their car when it caught 
fire, and being locked in were unable 
to release themselves. 

The injuries to the train crews con- 
sisted mostly of cuts and bruises and 
are not considered serious. All but 
two of the cars of the passenger train 
were destroyed by a fire which prob- 
ably started from the overturning and 
explosion of oil lamps in the expréss 
and mail cars.

FIRE AT ORANGEVILLE. 


Eeveral Fine Stores in Ashes—Hotel 
Damaged. 

Orangeville, Feb. 25. — One of the 
most disastrous fires that has ever 
been witnessed in this town occurred 
at an carly hour yesterday. From 
2.30 until g o'clock the fire held high 
carnival, and as a result the fine build- 
ings fronting on South Broadway, the 
main business street of the town, irom 
Malls street cast for fully 200 iect, cre 
a mass of ruins. Yottering walls arc 
all that remain of business places tat 
a few hours ago were scenes of busy 
activity, 

The fire originated in Jackson, Brett 
& Co.'s large hardware store, and was 
discovered between ¢ and 3 o'clock. 
At that hour Mr. G@ A. Holland, 
manager of the Bank of Commerce, 
while going along Broadway, on kis 
way home from a mireting in the Town 
Hall, noticed smoke issumg irom the 
store. Running across the street, he 
looked through the window, but al- 
though there was every evidence of in- 
tense heat, the flames were visible oly 
in the workshop at the rear. Mr, 
Holland at once sounded the alarm, 
but had only left the window a couple 
gf minutes when the force of the pent- 
up heat blew out the plate glass 
front. In an instant the whole in- 
terior Was a mass of flames, cnd a 
little later the explosion of a quantity 
of gunpowder added to the fury of the 
devastating element. 

- 3. E. Booth’s liquor store and Aler- 
cer & Robinson's ‘ine harness em- 
porium, iminediately cast of the hard- 
ware store, were beth on fire before 
the fire brigade got the hose playing. 
Mr. Robinson, a member of the litter 
firm, and family, who live in rvoms 
over the store, had a narrow escape 
from death by suffocation. As it was, 
Mrs. Robinson was obliged tu ieeve 
her room in her nightdress, With 
these two buildings afire, the fhremen 
devoted their energies to savin the 
buildings on the cast aud west 

The rear of the Grand Central Hotel 
on the east caught fire but the brigade 
was fortunately able to extinguish the 
flames before a deal of damage was 
done. 

On the west they were not so suc- 
cessful and about 7 o'clock the fire 
found a lodgment in the roof of the 
Gordon House, a splendid three- 
story brick hotel, and in two hours the 
building was completely gutted from 
roof to cellar. The only place that es- 
caped in the fire-swept area was Hugh 
Green's barber shop between the Gor- 
don House and Brett's hardware store. 
Brick walls and an iron roof proved 
_its salvation. By 9 o'clock the fire 
was under control and an hour later 
all danger to neighboring. buildings 
had pass

Making Marbie Out of Chalk. 

In nature marble Is made out of 
chalk by water which percolates 
through the chalky deposits, dissolves 
the chalk particle by parties and 
crystallizes {t, mountain pressure solld- 
ifying it. it bas been found that siml- 
lar results may be accomplished by 


chemical means. Pirst slices of chalk |. 


are dipped In a color bath, staining 
them with tints that vill imitate any 
kind of’marble known. For this pur- 
pose the same minerat stains are used 
as are employed In nature. For exam- 
ple, to produce counterfeit “verde an- 
tique” oxide of copper {s utilized. In 
like manner green, pink, biack and 
other colorings are obtained. Next the 
chalk slices go into another bath, by 
which’ they nre bardened and crystal- 
Uzed. coming out to all intents and 
purposes real marble.

The Widower—This interesting bird, 
soncerning whose habits little that is ap- 
thoritative bus been written, is believed 
Ay Sralthologiats to belong to the Phoe- 

family (manibus easy consolibus) be- 
rause it has the power to rise from its 
ashes in resplendent plumage and re- 
aewed youth, 

The Widower is a migratory bird, and 
at intervals makes its appearance in 
tvery commenity, but so greatly is it 
esteemed as a household pet, and so keen 
's the pursuit alter it, that & rarely 
tscapes the net of the fowler for long, 
and few of the species are to be scen at 


In appearance the Widower is what 
may be called interesting rather than 
beautiful, though it varies greatly at 
different ages. When it is young it has 
& sad and melancholy air, and utters 
dlaintive notes that make every female 
\tho hears it long to console it. But 
th's sorrowful swan song lasts only dur- 
ing the first few montha. After that it 
gro. . chirpy and chipper, and blithely 
varo\ @ merry roundclay that greatly 
resem °s “A [fot Time in the Old Town 
To-nig. ” 

The , 2mage of the Widower is also 
worthy of uate, for it has the peculiar, 
chameleon-like quality of changing un- 
der different conditions. During captivi- 
ty it almost invariably wears a garb of 
sombre hue unfashionable in cut, aud 
frequently conspicuously unpreened and 
unkempt, : 

The moment, however, it becomes free 
thia strange bird blossoms forth in o 
beautiful and gorgeous coat of lively 
hues that Is calculated to catch the eye 
from @ distance; but as soon as it is 
egain caught and caged it molts its fine 
feathers and resumea ils unatlractive 
appearance. 

No one kag ever been able to account 
for this idiosynerasy, but the phenom- 
enon of the Widower doing hia lightning 
change act into a butterfly, or back into 
& grub, may be witnessed daily. This 
peculiarity, unfortunately, often causes 
great disappointment to the owners, as 
not infrequently a femalo goes to great 
trouble to capture a Widower, thinking 
it a Bird of Parndise, only to discover 
when sho has got it home that it is 
nothing but 2 scarecrow. Thus, from this 
Simple circumstance, docs nature teach 
us not to buy a bird by ita looks.

London, Feb. 26—The Irish leader, 
John Redmond, in the House of Com- 
mons moved an amendment to 
the address in reply to the speech from 
the throne, on the subject of the Irish 
land question. Bir. Redmond’s speech 
was most conciliatory. He said the 
amendment was not intended as a hos- 
tile demonstration against the Govern- 
ment, but as a “friendly warning” to 
the Ministry that he and his friends 
believed the. Governnient is engaged 
in framing a great measure of justice 
and appeasement for Ireland, which, 
in the words of the King's speech, will 
“complete the abolition of the dual 
ownership of the land” All he (Mr. 
Redmond) wanted was an assurance 
from the Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
Mr. Wyndham, that the Government 
is engaged in an honest attempt to 
solve the problem on the lines suggest- 
ed by the nape of the recent land 
conference, which, the speaker added, 
offered an unexampled opportunity to 
end the agrarian troubles and conflicts 
between classes in Ireland. 
» Mr. Wyndham, in replying. declined 
to commit himself to any wholcsale 
approval of the land conference re- 
port, which, he said, voided or skirt- 
ed many considerations which must be 
taken into account” He ressed the 
hope that the spirit of g sense and

4 BAILROAD BRIGADE. 


Announcement by the Prsmier of 
HBoliand 


The Hague, Feb. 26—Premier Kuy- 
per introduced in the Second Chamber 
of the Staats General three bills 
in connection with the recent railroad 
strike. He explained that the Govern- 
ment considered it necessary to oppose 


any unreasonable attack on society, 
which would sacrifice the well-being oi 
the people to the desire of a certain 
class for influence, and to political ty- 
tranny. The Government, therefore, 
proposed to form a railroad brigade, to 
ensure a regular service of trains in 
case of ne The just complaints of 
rMilroad employees would be adjusted 
by a royal commission, which would 
be entrusted later with the settlement 
of the situation from a legal stand- 
point, as well as regarding the condi- 
tions of service of the employees. {t 
also would have to decide what consti- 
tuted criminal acts. The Government 
did not desire to be reactionary. It 
only aimed at cficcting social reforms. 

Sne of the bills provides for a modi- 
fication of the penal code, with the ob- 
ject of affording a surer guarantee for 
the personal frecdom of labor and pre- 
venting State officials or persons en- 
gaged in occupations affecting public 
interests from absenting themselves 
from their duties. 


CANNOT SUPPLY BRAINS. 


Batter a Good Laborer Than Tenth- 
Rate Preacher. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 26.—The stud- 
ents of Boston University are discus- 
sing a talk which Prof. Marshall T. 
Perrin of the university gave to his 
class on the subject of indiscriminately 
sending boys and girls to college. 

According to the noted cducator, a 
great mistake is made by those par- 
ents who, knowing that their children 
lack brains, still think that they can 
have them trained to lives of useful- 
ness by packing them off to a uni- 
versity. Mr. Perrin declared that care- 
ful judgment should be used in chogs- 
ing between practical instruction and 
higher education. Among other things 
he said: 

“Many a boy would do better to 
Stick to the blacksmith shop, and many 
a girl to the millinery trade. Toa 
many feel that going to college is 
going to redeem their lives. It some- 
times ruins them. Some people are no 
good in college, but all right in other 
lines. It is much better to be a suc- 
ecessful laborer than a tenth-rate min- 
ister, a fifteenth-rate lawyer, or a 
pretty schoolmarm.”

the pound of feathers, as most persons 
would say on tho spur of the moment, 


fenthers is heavier than o pound of 
lead. ‘ E 

This apparently Inconslatent state 
ment may be quite easily. proved. With 
accurate scales welgh a pound of lead, 
using ordinary shot for convenience; 
then with tho same scales welgh a 
pound of feathers, putting them into a 
muslin bag for the purpose. The feath- 
ers and the bag together must welgb 
exactly a pound. 

The next step In the operation will 
show apparently that there {s no dif- 
ference whatever In the welght of the 
two articles, for you put the shot In 
one pan of a balance and the bag of 
feathers in the other, and after a.Kttle 
seesawing they will come to an exact 
level. 

Now, howerer, the scientific phase of 
the question presents Itself, and you 
are reminded that in welghipg the ar 
ticles thus {n the open alr you have 
taken no account of the buoyant pow- 
er of the alr, which bears everything 
up In proportion to the object’s bulk. 
As the bag of fenthers is of greater 
bulk than the shot, It 1s borne up more 
than the shot fs, and for that renson 
It is necessary to use a Uttle more than 
& pound of feathers to balance a pound 
of lead. 

This, however, Is theoretical The 
practical proof Is obtained when you 
place the balance bearing the lead and 
the feathers on the recelyer of an alr- 
pump and cover them with the glass 
belL Then exhaust the alr, and you 
will find that the pan bearing the feath- 
ers will sink-and the pan bearing the 
lead will rise, thus showing that when 
welghed [n the ordinary way the quan- 
tity of feathers used to make a pound 
Is actually more than-a pound, 


FINS OF THE FLYING FISH. 


They Are Used as Parachutes Rather 
= Than as Wings. 

Out from the warmer sens fly the 
fying fish, the fish of which every one 
has heard, which yet none can seo for 
tho Orst time without a gasp of amaze 
ment, without a feeling as though be 
holding the miraculous, the fsb which 
has given rise to more untruthful sto 
ries than any other Gish {fp all the seas. 

Undoubtedly the fying fish has wings 
Uke a bird; undoubtedly It files, yet not 
ago bird. It docs not flap tho wing- 
Uke, pectoral fins on which It is up 
borne, nor, onco Inunched fin the alr, 
can It change its course by any more 
mevt of its wings untll it dips again 
to tho water. Yet {t will pass no ship 
making ten knots {n the bour and trav- 
el in the alr as far os 500 feet at a 
time. 

Astounding, indeed, Is the sight of a 
sboal of dying Gs taking to the alr, 
skimming far over the surface when 
the sea Is calm, leaping bigh over 
great waves wheo gales blow. Fish 
seein ludicrously out of thelr element 
in the alr, but that Mish should Oy Is 
not really more wonderful than that 
some animals and birds, like the otter 
or the penguin, dive and swit to per 
fection. 

The flying fish's fins are really para- 
chutes to support and stendy Its body 
rather than wings to propel {tt The 
lobe of the tall gives propulsion to the 
body as it leaves the water, A fylog 
fish measures nbout a foot In length, 
nud its long, transparent pectoral fins 
reach almost to the tall; but. though 
very large when expanded, they can 
be folded up very neatly. Its Aight Is 
short and Intermittent, and It mat 
needs continually dip Into the sea to 
givo Itself a fresh start.

TWO MEN “SERIOUSLY | HURT 


They Were Thawing Out the Stuff in 
® Blacksmith’s Shop ari the 
Building Was Demolished—Three 
. Other Men Slightly Injured—At 
Toronto Hospital. r 


Port Hope, Feb. 26.— A bad ac- 
cident happened on the new double 
track near Port Britain, .while five 
men were eating their dinner in 
the blacksmith shop. One of the 
men had been thawing out some 
sticks of dynamite beside the boiler. 
The men were eating and talking, when 
suddenly the dynamite* exploded, and 
Robt Hewson and K. Brownell were 
very seriously hurt, while the other 
three got off with less severe injur- 
ies. Robt. Hewson had-his head and 
face badly torn. The side ofthe check 
was torn open. His injuries were 
dressed by Dr. Corbett. Brownell 
had his face badly cut, and it is not 
known whether his jawbone is broken 
or not. He was attended by Dr. Pow- 
ers, and sent to the Toronto Hospital 
on the flyer this‘afternoon. The black- 
smith shop was blown into fragments. 


A DESPERATE FIGHT. 
Two Miners And a Deputy Marshal 
Killed. 


Charleston, W. Va. Feb. 26—Two 
miners were killed, three fatally and 
three badly wounded, and one negro 
deputy marshal was shot to death in 
a pitched battle at Wright’s coal 
works, Raleigh Couuty, last night. 
ca officers were also fatally wound- 
e 

The fight was betwen 100 deputy 
marshals and deputy sheriffs, under 
Chief Deputy Cunningham of Charles- 
ton and Sheriff Cook of*Raleigh Coun- 
ty, and 250 striking miners, who re- 
fused to permit Federal officers 10 
Serve injunction papers and who set 
a railway trestle on fire. The posse 
met a mob armed with rifles. The 
crowd defied arrest and service papers, 
and finally opened fire on the depu- 
ties. The battle lasted several min- 
utes, 

In the thickest part of the fight a 
striker crept up to special officer 
Smith of the Chesapeake & Ohio 
Railroad and aimed a shot at his 
breast. Smith dodged, and was 
wounded in the arm. He then killed 
the striker with a pistol. 

After the posse had repulsed the 
miners they followed up their advant- 
age and secured the arrest of fiity-nine 
who were brougit to Beckley under 
guard. The mob (consisted mostly of 
furcigners. >

YMPORTANT SPEECH BY EARL 
‘OF DUNDONALD. : 


Guns of Short Bange—Admirable 


Material for ths Service in Can- |’ 


ada—Dominion Artillery Asgocia-, 


Ottawa, Feb. 27.—At j the annual 
meeting of the Dominion Artillery As- 
sociation yesterday an important 
speech was made by the Earl of Dun- 
donald, He declared that the artil- 
lery of Canada were poorly equipped 
and the instructional corps were 
lamentably short of officers. There 
was admirable material in Canada and 
the force should be provided with good 
weapons. 

In addition to the Earl of Dundon- 
ald; the following were present at the 
meeting:—The Earl of Minto, Major 
Myles, Toronto; Licut.-Col. King, St. 
Catharines; Lieut.-Col. MacDonald, 
Lieut.-Col. Davidson, Major Mere- 
wether, Lieut. Ogg, Guelph;CoL C. W. 
Drury, Capt. L. Duplessts, Capt. Les- 
lie, Kinston ; Major Hendrie, Major 
Tidswell and Licut. Carscallen, Ham- 
ilton; Major Rathbun, Deseronto. 

Major Costigan, Montreai, moved a 
resolution welcoming Lord Dundonald 
on this his first attendance at a meet- 
ing of the association. Major Stephens, 
Montreal, seconded the motion. In re- 
ply the Earl of Dundonald said the as- 
sociation existed for the purpose of 
ventilating the needs cf the artillery. 
“Tt am one of those,” he said, “who be- 
lieve that the more open you are 
with the people who have to supply 
your needs the better it is for the ser- 
vice and for the country. It is not fair 
to the people to keep silent and then 
when disaster occurs to say to them, 
‘It is all your fault. You did not suv- 
ply what we wanted.’ It is better to 
be open with the people and tell your 
needs in time, and an association such 
as this, open and free, is the best means 
by which you can inform the people of 
the artillery needs of the country. We 
have in Canada admirable material. We 
have self-sacrificing officers and men, 
but, gentlemen, they have to struggle 
against grave discouragements. (Hear, 
hear.) I may say in passing I have 
been all my hfe interested in mechani- 
cal work, and I have never met a 
people who are so adapted for the in- 
telligent use of the highest m 
instruments of war as” 

le. They are naturally mechanical 
in mind. cong give them good weap- 
ons, so that they can use them. 

“Ie is difficult for me in my position 
to tell you, gentlemen, what I have 
recommended. In the report that I 
have sent in to the Minister have 
recommended what I think is desirable 
for the country; not one gun too much, 
and I trust not one gun too little. I 
think nobody can imagine at the pres- 
ent moment that we have the necessary 
equipment. (Hear, hear.) When I see 
garrison aetilery Grieg out of weapons 
that ought to condemned to the 
scrap heap I feel that it is only my 
duty to recommend that they should 
be given weapons that at all events 
will fire a shell as far as the enemy 
is likely to be able to fire his. How 
is artillery that. can only fire a shell 
4,000 yards to successfully engage 
artillery that can drop shrapnel at 10,- 
ooo yards? It cannot be done, and 
therefore I look upon you, gentlemen, 
as the means by which the people of 
Canada may be instructed in ypur 
various districts by telling the facts— 
telling them that a man with an arm 
reaching for a distance of 4,000 yards 
cannot face*a man whose arm has a 
range of 8000 or 10,000 yards. It is 
impossible. You can explain these 
facts to the people, and then we may 
look for a proper equipment.” 

Lord Dundonatd went on to say that 
the instructional corps were lamentably 
short of officers, and the two batteries 
of artillery at Kingston had but one 
subaltern, This was because the peuplt 
did not understand the needs of the 
force. He inspected the cadets at the 
Royal Military College. Kingston, day 
before yesterday—as fine a body of 
Britons as one could wish to see — 
and he found that out of a total of 30 
only three were going into the Cana- 
dian permanent force. The reason for 
this was that there was no future for 
them in the permanent force, so badly 
were they paid. This state of things 
would continue until the people unde-- 
stood that they must remunerate prop 
erly or they would not get men te do 
the work. Of the graduates of the 
Royal Military College 144 were serv- 
ing in the Imperial service. ‘That ».as 
the bright side of it. On the other 
hand, only 15 were serving in the ac- 
tive militia, and but 14 in the perman- 
ent corps. Lord Dundonald announced 
that there were twelve 4.7 guns on or- 
der, also two 6-inch guns and two 6- 
inch howitzers. 

With regard to the question of ¢s- 
tablishments he had recommended to 
the Minister that they should all bz oi, 
war’strength. It was not necessary to 
call out the war strength. That: would 
not be advisable. To call out 55 per 
cent. of the privates and officers and 
non-commissioned officers would be 
doing very well. The question of more 
range accommodation would be dealt 
with. “1 should very much like,” ob- 
served the General, “to see a Jarge cen- 
traLcamp, where arms could work to- 
gether and all receive mutual instruc- 
tion one from the other. I trust it 
may come to that; perhaps if Deser- 
onto is not found suitable it may be 
favorably thought of by the responsible 
authorities and something may come

UNITED STATES NAVY. 


"| Four New Battleships and Two More =~ a 


Cruisers. 


Washington, Feb. 27.—Senator Hale, 
from the Committee on Naval Affairs, 
has reported the naval appropria- 
tion. The most important amendment 
tecommer ‘ed by the committee re- 
lates to .¢ increase of the navy. The 
entire House provision is stricken out, 
and in its stead provision is made for 
four first-class battleships of the gen- 
eral type of the Oregon, and two first- 
tlass armored cruisers of the type of 
the Brooklyn. The battleships are to 
cost not exceeding $3,200,000 each, and 
the cruisers $2,750,000, ‘The battleships 
are to be of 12,000 tons displacement, 
and the cruisers of 9,500 tons. There - 
is a provision that not more than two 
of these vessels shall be built by one 
establishment, and for the buiiding of 
any or all of them in the Government 
yards in case of a combination to de- 

rive the Government of the benefit of 
air competition. ‘Ihe bill carries $81,- 
277,281. “

CAMADA*AND THE EMPIRE. © 
Interesting Addresses at the Colonial 
«. Club. opens 

London, Feb. 27.—Lord Strathcona 
presided -at a dinner at the Col- 
onial Club to the Canadian mem- 
bers of the House of Commons, name- 
ly, Messrs. Bonar Law, General 
Laurie and ‘Sir_Gilbert Parket. Lord 
Strathcona emphatically repudiated the 
idea of risks from American settlers 
in the northwest, or the assertion that 
they would become disaffected with the 
empire.” He said the American set- 
tlers became as loyal subjects as‘ those 
present at the dinner. He asked Brit- 
ons if it were wise in their own in- 
terests to leave Americans to secure 
so, many fine low 
investments in Canada. * 

Discu'-"ng Britain’s food problem, 
Lord Stra! a ‘said that all tha 
mother country could or must do was 
to have the navy aroag. cocnes to 
keep the ocean lane from Canada clear, 
and also to safeguard other portions 
of the empire. Canada is able to pro- 
duce bread and meat enough to sus- 
tain the whole people of the mother 
country. Perhaps Canadians were not 

uite ready yet to tax themselves heav- 
ily for maintaining Imperial forces, but 
when necessity arose, and when a prac- 
tical prcncsions was put forward, 
anes woud not be backward in do- 
in, er duty. 

General Laurie said Britain should 
frown down any attempt on the part 
of the Imperial Parliament to dictate 
to the self-governing colonies. What- 
ver steps are taken will be taken in un- 
ion for the defence of the empire, and 
any movement in-that direction must 
come from the colonies. As regards a 
union for trade, the initiative must 
come trom the mother couptry, and 
what had the mother country done ? 
Britain had done nothing. However, 
Canadians felt they now had in Bonar 
Law a sympathetic friend on the Board 
of ‘Trade. 

Bonar Law humorously suggested 
that perhaps iuture generations would 
find one British Board of Trade, with 
offices in the Dominion, and added that 
the British Government recognized the 
benefit of Canada’s preferential tariff, 
but thought the colonics should see 
they had not gi -n a full reciprocity 
until all agreed te contribute to a war 
defence. 

Sir Gilbert Parker supported Gen. 
Laurie in conten: ing that arrange- 
ments for the proper protection of the 
colonies must come from the colonies 
themselves. He felt sure they would 
come to the fore on the matter of the 
empire's dvfence.

XILLED FIVE WOMEN. 


Werrible Confession Made by Albert 
Knapp. 


Hamilton, Ohio, Feb. 27.—Five mur- 
ders, the victims of which were al! 
women, and two of them is wives, is 
ome revolting record of Albert Knapp, 
given in a sworn confession be- 
fore Mayor Bosch. He is also believ- 
ed to have murdered three other wo- 
men. Kpapp, according to the police; 
is a degenerate of a pronounced type. 
The murder of his third wife, Annie 
Goddard Knapp, which led to his ar- 
test yesterday at Indianapolis, was 
done for no apparent reason. 

‘Fhe confession, which was sworn to 
before Mayor Bosch, is as follows :-— 
“On January 21, (894, 1 killed Emma 
Littleman in a lumber yard in Cin- 
cinnati, On August 1, 1894, 1 killed 
May Eckert in Walnut street, oppo- 
site to the Y.M.C.A., in Cincinnati: On 
Aug. 7, 1894. I killed my wife, Jennie 
Connors Knapp, under a canal bridge 
in Cincinnati, and threw her into the 
canal. At Indianapolis in July, 1895. 
I killed Ida Gebhard. On Dec. 


BS es ah | 1902, 1 killed my wile, Annie Knapp, 
the legislation restricting the sale of ; Lg ei 


in Hamilton, and threw her into the 
river at Lindenwald. This is the truth. 
I make this statement by my own free- 
will, and not by the request of any 
officer or anyone else.” 

Knapp is also suspected of strang- 
ling three women at Evansville, Ind, 
and of having killed women elsewhere. 

He was in the Cincinnati House of 
Refuge when seventeen years of ages 
and new records are being discovere 
almost hourly. pacer. other thin; 
he said :—"l met -the Littleman child 
in the lumber yard and choked her to 
death when she made an outcry. I cate 
not tell what made me kill these pe 
ple. I-cor ! not help it Some iad 
of a desire to kill took hold of me and 
1 could not resist the temptation to 
kill 1 am sor.y for my crimes.” He 
says his first wife. whose fate had been 
overlooke.l, is still alive. 

Cincinnati, Ohio, Feb. 27.—The par- 
ents of Knapp said Albert was 
insane, and his confession should 
not be believed. He had given them so 
much trouble, they. believed he wonld 
be better dead. Mrs. Sadie Wenpel, 
his sister, on hearing of the confession, 
went to the Cincinnati police headquar- 
ters, and thence to Hamilton. She sald 
her brother, when five years of age, 
was kicked by a colt, and later was 
‘struck ed lightning, and but for her 
parents she would have had him adjud- 
ged insane.

In Lake Huron there {is an Island 
caled Main Station. On this island 
fs @ stone structure which is sup- 

to hare been 2 fort to shelter 

nited States troops in the war of 1812. 
The Indians tell many stories of tho 
spirits which are supposed to gather 
round thia fort.

of the campers, who arose to see, if pos 
sible, the cause of the disturbance. On 
opening the door a bumping noise was 
heard a few rods away, but as the night 
was dark nothing could acen, 
After gazing into darkness for some 
time and seeing nothing, all again retired 
to their beds, with the hope of no furth- 
er distdrbance for the night. In this, 
however, they were siseppotnted, for 
only a few minutes elapseé when the 
strange noise was again heard.

to that sermon. It appeals to us if it 
did not to them. The words had no ef- 
fect then, but they Ourn in the human 
soul to-day. 

Countries live on, governments exist 
by inertia, long after the national epirit 
or the vitalizing force which drought 
them into being has spent itself.

Jews, stood where four hundred years 
before that ugiy little Greek. Socrates, 
who was the greatest of all Greeks, had 
stood, to proclaim Christ's gospel. 

There was one altar he no'iced in the 
city that had no statue on it, that bore 
the Inscription “To the Unknown God,” 
as if to indicate that there was some- 
thing higher and greater which could 
neither be localized nor described in 
marble nor comprehended in the schemes 
of the philosophers, which appealed to 
the thoughtful even among the careless, 
sceptical Greeks. That God was le 
whom Saint Paul preached 80 unavail- 
Tngly, Go it is to-day. 

This is technically a Curistian natioa. 
Stop the paszereby in the strect with the 
question and you will find few who will 
avow an abwlute disbelief in Ged. But 
most of us worship Him as an unknown 
God. He is an idea, aa abstraction, 
not a reality. We have other gods, 
Plutus, Venus, Bacchus, some few Min- 
erva, dut every oz> has an altar in soins 
corner to the unknown Ged, which is 
Jesus Christ, our Lord.
